Decision, However, Prevents the Use of

Omaha, Neb.. Aug. 10.—[Special. ]|—Judge 
Hopewell’s decision in the Police Board ia- 
junction case today giyes the new board 
prima facie right to office. It also restrains 
the new board from taking forcible posses- 
sion.

ASSAULTED THE LITTLE PREACHER. 
Lively Fight Between Manager Haskell 
and Dr. Boole. 

New York, Aug. 10.—A pugilistic encounter 
eccurred at 9:30 o’clock this morning be- 
tween Manager Haskell of Prohibition Park, 
Staten Island. and the Rev. Dr. Boole of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, one of the trus- 
tees of that institution, and also one of the 
jurymen selected to decide the debates that 
were had this week in the park. 

Mr. Haskell, who isa large and powerful 
man, struck Dr. Boole, asmall, aged man, 
but an expert boxer, a stinging blow in the 
face. Priends interfered to prevent further 
hostilities.and Dr. Boole went to New Brighton 
shortly afterward to procufe a warrant for 
Mr. Haskeli’s arrest. 

The blow was struck while the two men 
were riding in a trolley cag from Prohibition 
Park to Port Richmond, the row growing out 
of a controversy which arose over the debate 
last Thursday night at the park, when Gov. 
Tillman of South Carolina and ex-Gov. St.

KERR LIKES NEW YORK METHOD 


Chicago Health Commissioner Inspects 
Gotham Health Department. 

New York, Aug. 10.—Commissioner of 
Publie Health William R. Kerr of Chicago is 
in the city investigating the methods of the 
New York Board of Health. He called on 
President Wilson today. He paid special at- 
tention to the bacteriological laboratory and 
the department of contagious diseases. Later 
in the day at the Holland House he said: 

The Board of Health of this city is a most re- 
markably conducted department. President 
Wilson has devised a perfect system and has sur- 
rounded himself by a corps of assistants that are 
experts. I was particularly impressed with the 
work of the department of contagious diseases, 
and intend to have something like it in Chicago 
if I can get the proper legislation passed by our 
Common Council. As ‘the law is at present 
framed we can do nothing to suppress an epi- 
demic of cholera, diphtheria, scarlet fever, or 
measies, the law only giving us contral over 
smallpox. In n ical ‘research our fa- 
cilities are in a crude sta We have only a few

In a Written Confession the Asylum At.

Will Be Pushed. 

New developments were forthcoming yes- 
terdey in the murder of George Pucik, which 
occurred at the Dunning Insane Asylum, 
where he was known as George Budizick, The 
principal new feature in the case was a writ- 
ten confession made by John Anderson, one 
of the attendants. He and George Gough, 
alias Goff, were arraigned before Justice C, 
J. White at the West Chicago Avenue Sta- 
tion. They asked for and were given a change 
of venue to Justice Severson, who continued 
the hearmg until Wednesday. 

Yesterday morning Anderson made a de- 
tailed confession to Lieut. Fitzgerald of the 
Irving Park Station. He said Gough had 
come to him and had asked him to go to 
Pucik’s celland “do him up.’’ Anderson 
said he went and together they assaulted the 
patient. 

The arrest of the two men was made at 1 


o' clock yesterday morning, at the instigation 


of Supt. George Morgan. After the inquest 
had been held Friday afternoon, Mr. Morgan 
called the men into his private office at the 
asylum and put them through a cross-exam- 
ination. Both denied they were instrumental 
in causing Pucik’s death and feigned ignor- 
ance as to how he had received his injuries. 
Mr. Morgan allowed the men to go to their

work and soon after he called in John Ander- 
son, one of the suspects. Anderson was told 
that Gough, or Goff, as.he was known at the 
asyium, had made a clean breast of 
the whole matter and that he had im- 
plicated him (Anderson) in the murder. 
After tome persuasion on the part of the 
Superintendent Anderson admitted bo was 
with Gough when Pucik was brought into the 
asylum, and that on the following morning 
had assisted Gough in beating the patient. 
Pucik became unruly, and both he and Gough 
beat and kicked him. 


They First Deny It All. 


Further than to say they had assaulted him 
he refused to make any statements to Mr. 
Morgan. Gough was also questioned, but he 
absolutely refused to make any statement. 
Gough. when brought into the Superintend- 
ent’s office, bore evidence of having hada 
struggie with some person. His right eye 
was swollen and discolored, and his clothing 
was disarranged, When questioned as to how 
his eye became swollen and blackened he said 
that Pucik had struck him.

After a prolonged line of questioning the 
man in this strain Mr. Morgan allowed him 
to go, as he failea to elicit anything further 
from him regarding the assault. An investi- 
gation among other attendants was then com- 
menced, but their information as to Gough 
and Anderson’s connection with the murder 
proved to be of little use, 

Shortly after midnight Supt. Morgan tele- 
phoned to the police of the Irving Park Sta- 
tion and requested that the patrol! wagon 
should be sent to the asylum, as Gough and 
Anderson were, in all probability, guilty of 
Pucik’s murder. Lieut. Fitzgerald and Po- 
licemen Gleason and Schreioer wentto the 
asylum. The two men were in Morgan’s of- 
fice under guard, and they were taken to the 
station. Lieut. Fitzgerald subjected both 
men to a severe cross-examination. He 
labored for nearly two honrs with Gough, but 
that individual refused to make any state-

ment whatever regarding his connection with 
Pucik’s death. Gough assumed the attitude 
of an innocent inan and roundly abused the 
officers for trying to implicate him in the 
murder. All attempts to gain a confession 
from him proved futile and he was taken to a 
cell and locked up. , 


Anderson Makes a Confession. 


Lieut. Fitzgerald then took Andereon in 
hand. He at first denied he had made a con- 
fession to Supt. Morgan, but after some per- 
suasion he broke down and agreed to make a 
written confession of the entire matter.

MORE HUMAN BONES ARE UNEARTHED. 


Beads, Hatpin, Hooks and Eyes, and Charred 
Ribs Found in the Holmes Castile. 

More bones, said by a physician ta be hu- 
man, were found yesterday at the Holmes 
‘* castle’ in Englewood by Detectives Fitz- 
patrick and Norton. A stove was dismantled, 
and between the fire-clay and the outeide iron 
were found charred bones, several hooks and 
eyes, a hatpin, and several pieces of jet 
beads. ! 

The detectives considered their find impor- 
tant, and packed the articles and sent them to 
the Central Station. The doctor who Was 
present said the bones were those of an adult 
person. They were not from a cada ver, he 
said, for the renson they had not been dried 
out by the air. They had a firmness that’ is 
wanting in a cadaver. My idea is that a body 
was jammed into the stove frém the top, the 
bones slowly burned, and as they burned they 
slipped down iato’ the chamber holdmg the 
fire. Finally the chamber got too full to 
hold any more, and then these pieces, which 
show they have come in contact with fire, 
naturally fell into the space between the fire- 
clay that makes the chamber and the outside 
iron into the air chamber. It is the only way 
they could get there, and I am satisfied is the 
way they did get there.”’

LI HUNG OHANG SETTLES THE PATE 
O EMPIRE IN THE ORIENT. 


Rankling Under the Loss of His Gaujly | 


Garments During the Late War He 
Has Decided to Convert the Oriental 
Dynasty Into a Republic and Be Presi. 
dent Honolulu Chinaman Vouches for 
the Truth of the Unique PloteGeneral 
Foreign News. :

Publishing Company, New York Worid.]—A 
revolution in China to overthrow the rulin 


dynasty is to be started in a few weeks, | 
plan bas been quietly laid, not only through- 


out the Chinese Empire but wherever repre- 
sentatives of that nationality live, It is well 
known to those in the confidence of the 
Chinese that revolution has been brewing a 
long time, but on account of the prodigious 
scope of the undertaking preparations neces- 
sarily had to be made with extreme care and 
secrecy, 

The coup d’état was about ready to be 
made before the late war between China and 
Japan, but the breakmg out of hostilities 
compelled postponement. The present is 
said to be a most opportune time for one of 
the boldest strékes for liberty ever known, 

The disaffection among the Chinese will 
culminate in simultaneous attacks at Canton 
and in the neighboring provinces. There the 
revolutionists will begin their task of over- 
throwing the Chinese Empire and establish- 
ing in its place a purely representative re- 
publican form of government. 

Internal dissensions will crop out as if 
spontaneous. Then before the rulers are 
aware of it the whole empire will be in arms. 
Advantage is to be taken of the helpless con- 
dition of the present Chinese Government, 
thereby preventing a strong opposition. 

The story of the contemplated revolt in 
favor of a republic in China on the lines of 

United States was told by a wealthy 
inese resident of these isiands, who is 
ambng the chief supporters of the movement. 
He is a trusted agent of Li Hung Chang and 
has taken a leading part in inducing local 
Chinese to enlist, return to China, and take 
part in the conflict. : 

He declares Li Hung Chang has been 
secretly plotting for a few years to overthrow 
the present dynasty of China and proclaim 
himself Emperor. The Chinese, both at 
home and abroad, have been interested in the 
movement through promises of heavy re- 
wards and glowing accounts of the progressive 
nation he would make out of China. Trust- 
worthy agents were sent to the United States, 
Canada, Cuba, Hawaii, and other places where 
Chinese live in any considerable number to 
form branches or what is commonly known 
as the Chinese progressive political society. 
Assessments are levied upon each member, 
the totai number bemg transmitted to an 
agent in Canton. . 

Allied with Li Hung Chang are many 
Chinese who have been educated in American 
colleges. A number of foreigners have beer 
taken into.the empire to instruct the Chi- 
nese in all branches of warfare. Arms have 
been bought in England and America and 
will be available at the proper time, 

In the Hawaiian Islands, where there ate 


‘some 25,000 Chinese of all ciasses, those 


able and willing tojoin forces with the revo- 
lutionists have been picked. During the past 
few years probably 3,000 have left these isl- 
ands to take part in the insurrection.

NATURAL GAS INDUSTRY REVIEWED. 


Total Value of Consumption in 1894 Near. 
ly $14,000,000. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 10.—The natural 
gas industry is fully reviewed in the annual 
The im- 
portant gas fields now are those of Western 
Pennsylvania, Western New York, North- 
western Ohio, and Central Indiana, but gas 
bas been found in commercial quantities also 
in Arkansas, California, Illinois, Iowa, Kan- 
sas, Kentucky, Louisiana, Missouri, South 
Dakota, Tennessee, Utah, West Virginia, Wis- 
consin, and Wyoming. 

The highest actually observed pressure of 
the gus has been abeut 800 pounds to the 
square inch, closed pressure. In all districts 
the pressure has decreased steadily and ma- 
terially. Heretofore natural gas could be 
easily carried in pipes for long distances 
under its own pressure, but now in most 
places artificial means must be used to drive 
it to the place where it is needed, 

No statement of the amount of natural gas 
consumed has ever been given, and the report 
says itis not possible to make one. The 
amount has been greatiy reduced within the 
last few years by cutting off the enormous 
waste that existed, while improved appliances 
have doubled the efficiency of what is used. 
The total value of that consumed in 1894 was 
nearly $14,000,090. This is a steady de- 

ease from 1888, when the value was $22,-

The big pugilists began talking 
about their coming fight, good naturedly at 
first, but, encouraged by their friends. they 
commenced bantering each other. Finally 
Corbett remarked he thought the big Aus- 
traliun would be a dead easy mark for him. 
Fitz lost his temper and shouted: *T’ll 
fight you anywhere; here or in the ring.” 
„Jou can’t fight.“ answered Corbett. 
„They call you Gentleman Jim. Lou're a 
gentleman—nit,”’ said Fitz, contemptuously. 
‘You're a great big cur,”’ angrily exclaimed

Fitz Goes for Corbett. 

Fitzsimmons’ blood was up by this time 
and he started for Corbett. Some one 
blocked him. He picked up a glass that was 
lying on a table and hurled it with all his 
force at Corbett’s head. The champion 
ducked anc stood his ground and the men 
clinched. Corbett got Fitz’s head under his 
left arm and gave him several stiff punches. 
Brady picked up a chair and struck 
at Fitz, who snatched it from 
him. McVey and the two Corbetts closed in 
and were punching right and left, when Fitz- 
simmons grabbed a glass decanter and hurled 
it at Brady, who luckily dodged in time to es- 
cape a broken head. 

Then the crowd closed in on them and an- 
other of the champion’s admirers tried to 
hit Fitzsimmons with a chair. A Fitzsim- 
mons man seized him and itlooked as though 
there would be u riot. Some one rushed out 
and brought in three reserve officers and two 
private watchmen. They seized Fitzsimmons 
and Corbett and separated them. 

Somebody Uses a Knife on Fitz.“ 


Somebody handled a table knife carelessly 
and one of Fitz’ fingers was badly cut in the 
mix-up that followed. The champion, though 
drunk, was perfectiy cool, but Fitzsimmons 
was almost crazy from rage and made des- 
perate efforts to get at the champion. A squad 
of policemen was telephoned for and the bar- 
room was cleared out, Fitzsimmons was 
quieted down, and for some mysterious 
reason neither of the principals was arrested. 

After the fight Fitzsimmons went over to 
the hotel restaurant and ordered a big meal. 
Corbett was persuaded by his friends te go to 
bed. While Corbett had Fitzsimmons’ head 
under his arm, it is alleged, the champion 
spat in the Australian’s face. The glass that 
was thrown by Fitzsimmons at Corbett struck 
a newspaper man in the chest, but did not se- 
riously injure him. 

Wilmington, Del., Aug. 10.—[Special.]— 
Champion Corbett met witha cold reception 
here tonight. He was booked to spar four 
rounds at Union Park with Jimmy McVey, 
aud only 200 turned out to witness the bouts.

IT COSTS TO OWN DOGS IN PARIS. 


City Claims an Income of $1.60 a Tear on 
Each Canine, . 

Every Parisian who owns a dog has to pay 
about $1.60 annual tax on his pet. The latest 
statistics on the subject give the num ber of 
dogs declared by their owners and taxed as 
about 72,000. The number of dogs seized 
by the dog-catchers shows a remarkable and 
unexplained drop in 1894 over the previous 
year. In 1893 about 25,000 dogs were put 
to death by the city, but the year following 
only 5,000 were destroyed. 

There has been some talk in Paris of estab- 
lishing a Dogs Home for cast-off canines, 
similar to the one in London, This refuge is 
very prosperous and popular, and but lately 
received a bequest of $5,000 from the estate of 
a wealthy dog fancier. During the year 1894 
this institution gathered up 15,121 aban- 
doned dogs—not abandoned in the sense ot 
being dissolute, of course—and out of that 
number 3.225 were reclaimed or sold. Not a

Full Details of the Nefarious Scheme to 
Get Possession of Lake-Front Land- 
Name of Grover Cleveland Fatuously 
Substituted for That of Martin Van 
Buren—Another Blunder Made in Put- 
ting the Name of the Secretary of the 

Interior to the Document. 


Washington, D. C.. Aug. 10.—[Special. ]— 
One of the clumsiest attempts at forgery of a 
United States land patent has been revealed 
by the arrest of Capt. George W. Streeter and 
three other persons at Chicago. From evi- 
dence in the possession of the United States 
District-Attorney here it appears that last 
March Capt. Streeter, accompanied by Will- 
iam H. Cox and Jacob Nine, came to Wash- 
ington for the purpose of getting a patent for 
certain land on the Chicago lake front, Fre- 
quent visits were madeto the United States 
Land Office and an effort was made to file 
certain papers in connection with their claim, 
But the officials at the Land Office refused to 
accept these papers under any circumstances, 
and anew scheme was then resorted to. A 
communication was addressed to the Com- 
missioner of the General Land Office asking 
for a certified copy of a grant of land made 
to Robert Kinzie in 1837 during the adminis- 
tration of President Van Buren. Inasmuch

UTAH WOMEN HAVE RIGHT TO VOTE. 


Test Case at Ogden Decided by the District 
Court. 

Salt Lake, Utah, Aug. 10.—Judge Smith, 
of the Fourth District, handed down a decis- 
ion today in Ogden declaring that women in 
Utah had a right to vote for the ratitication 
or rejection of the new Constitution and 
also for the officers of the pro- 
posed State. The suit was brought 
by Mrs. Sarah A. Anderson against the 
registration officer of the Second Precinct of 
Ogden. It was a special proceeding by man- 
damus requiring the registration officer to 
place her namein registration books as a 
voter. The registration officer appeared by 
counsel and cited a demurrer. This brought 
the case up squarely on the question of wom- 
an suffrage. A peremptory writ of mandate 
was ordered, 2 defendaat the right to 
register the plaintiff as a voter in the Second 
Precinct.

WOUNDED MAN EATS AND DISAPPEARS.

CLASH AT THE COUNTY HOSPITAL. 


Dr. Ochsner Refuses a Death Certificate for 
a Chinaman, 

There isa clash of authority at the County 
Hospital befween the medical staff Wur- 
den Graham over the disposition of body 
of Gee Sang, a Chinaman, who after two 
months’ treatment at the hospital died yéster- 
day afternoon. The cause of death was inter- 
mittent-fever, it is said, But Dr. Ochsner, the 
attending physician, refused to issue a certifi- 
cate of death on the ground that it would vio- 
late a rule of the hospital to the effect that all 
charity patients upon death become medical 
subjects. 

Warden Graham contended that as friends 
of Gee Sang had called at the hospital and 
wanted the body to cury it, the case did not 
come under the rule. Dr. Ochsner refused 
to issue the certificate, and a Coroner’s in- 
quest will be held today. The question in- 
volved will be referred to the County Board. 


SEARCH FOR MISSING EX-TREASURER, 


Police Say They Have Located J. E. Sulli- 
van in Torento, Ont. 

Toronto, Ont., Aug. 10.— [Special.] —Sergt. 
Schwab and Detective Thomas Stout of the 
Indianapolis police force arrived here today 
in search of ex-City Treasurer John E. Sulli- 
van, who disappeared from Indianapolis 
some time ago, taking with him a large 
amount of the corporation funds, Sullivan 
was supposed to have committed suicide by 
drowning, but the State authorities were not 
satistied with the proofs of drowning, and as 
the body was never found a government de- 
tective was put on the case. The Indiqnapo- 
lis police have secured information that Sulli- 
van is at present in business in Toronto under 
an assumed name. 


Shoes of Various Nations, 


The Portuguese shoe has a wooden sole and 
heel, with a vamp made of patent leather, fanci- 
fully showing the flesh side of the skin. 

The Persian footgear is a raised shoe and often 
a foot high. It is made of light wood richly in- 
laid, with a strap extending over the instep. 

The Muscovite shoe is hand-woven on a wood- 
en frame, and but little attention is paid to the 
shape of the foot. Leatheris sometimes used, 
but the sandal is generally made of colored silk 
cordage and woolen cloth. 

The Siam shoe has the form of gn ancient 
canoe, with a gondola bow and an open toe. The 
sole is made of wood, and the upper of inlaid 
wood and cloth, and the exterior is elaborately 
ornamented in colors, and with gold and silver. 

The sandal worn by the Egyptians is com- 
posed of a sole made by sticking together three 
thicknesses of leather. This is held to the foot 
by passing a band across the instep. The sandal 
is beautifully stitched with threads of different 
colors, 

The Mussulman’s shoe is of heavy leather. It 
is adjusted to the foot by a wide leather strap, 
which runs from the heel and buckles over the 
instep. The on? ornamentation is the fastening 
of two feather plumes on the right side of the 
toe.—Ram’s Horn.

WHY HE QUIT THE LUMBER BUSINESS. 


What an Old Californian Says of His 
Experience. 


In 1867 the seaport of Los Angeles was 
San Pedro as it is now, and the lighterage 
and forwarding were monopolized by Banning 
& Co., of Wilmington and Tomlinson & Co., 
of San Pedro, The latter had a large lumber 
yard which covered a good portion of the 
level land under the bluff, where now is the 
town of San Pedro. There was no railroad 
in Southern California, and all freight for the 
interior was forwarded by teams. The senior 
partner of the great firm, for some unac- 
countable reason, took a fancy to me, cate- 
chized me about things in general, and offered 
me a position as freight clerk, which 
I immediately accepted. 1 put in three 
weeks time in checking freight as it was be- 
ing unloaded from the steamers and also in 
loading teams at the warehouse. I had 
learned so much in those three weeks that I 
stopped asking questions and relied solely on 
my newly acquired knuowledge—I desired to 
be a self-made man. I was 18 and knew as 
much as young men of that “ge nerally 
think they do. When my thi Satur. 
day arrived head man made 
the fatal mistake ot 
to Wilmington, some 
tant, and leaving me in sole charge till the 
foliowing Monday. He told me there would 
be scarcely anything come, Sunday, and I 
would have an easy time, e took me out to 
the porch of the office and waving his hand in 
a broad sweep said: ‘If any teams should 
happen in tomorrow you can load them with 
any of this surface lumber.’ I remembered 
that a few days previous a lot of whaleribs and 
a few broken boards bad been sent up-town, 
so 1 took it for granted they in- 
tended to clear the surface of all 
refuse and clean the yard ‘up. 
The following morning I discovered a tweive 
horse team with ‘ prairie schooner’ and 
trailer waiting for orders. I got the crew to- 
gether and loaded the wagons with the lumber 
that lay on the ‘surface’ near office. 
To be exact as possible I guessed at the num- 
ber of feet in each knotted or broken board 
as it was piled on and soon had the enormous 
wagons stacked high with the old stuff. I 
then signed the way bill and started the 
teamster for Los Angeles. Soon after 
a five-horse team came down and 
it was loaded in like fashion. I 
wondered what they would do with so much 
kindling wood up-town, but I had my orders 
and considered it none of my business to in- 
quire, Then came three six-horse teams be. ; 
longing to the firm; when they were loaded I 
began to pride myself on the improved ae: 

arance of the yard. Each had my wa l 

or 3,000 feet of ‘surface’ lumber. That 
was my busy day, and more teams called for 
loads than on any previous Sunday for 
months. By night I had loaded and dis. 
patched eleven large freighters. with ‘surface’ 
lumber, and the yard was so thoroughly 
cleaned of the trash that I was obliged to top 
off the last on withsome driftwood that 
lay on the beach. That night I retired, feel- 
ing the ‘old man’ would be pleased with my 
day’s work and the improved appearance of 
the grounds. When the stage arrived the fol- 
lowing day I was told I was wanted at the — * 
town office. As I entered the stage the boo 
keeper said in a sad tone of voice: Surface 
lum ber is lumber planed on one side and is 
of the best quality. There is great d 
for it, as the up-town yards are entirely out. 
When I alighted from the stage at headquarters 
I noticed the men appeared much pleased 
about something anda broad grin was visi- 
ble All around. The old man, as the head 
of the firm was called, had left for San 
Francisco and would be absent about two 
weeks. I was told to await his return before 
resuming operations, I breathed a sigh of 
relief, but did not await his return, He paid :

tiring deposition. My busy day cost him a 
good deal, as 20,000 feet of good kindi 
wood bad been hauled thirty mises, 
sons are living and by .

The experiment of giving melodrama at 


the Princess Theater, where Saved from the 


GATHERING OF YACHTS AT COWES. 


while ready to grant that Visit of Emperor William of Germany 


the Event ofthe Week. 
London, Aug. 10.—The gathering of the 
yachts and ydchtsmen at Cowes this week, 
the famed ** Cowes Week, has not been as 
large or brilliant as customary. There are 
two reasons put forward in explanation of 
this, In the first place, there is no doubt 
that the inclement. weather has a great deal 
to do with marring the yachting meet and 
dampening the brilliancy of the various fétes 
at and about Cowes. But itis probable that 
the real reason for the lack of bright color at 
Cowes this week was the fact that the assem- 
blage of aquatic enthusiasts there last year 
was so great on account of the presence of 
Mr. George Gould’s sloop Vigilant as a com- 
petitor against the Prince of Wales’. cutter 
Britannia, that the gathering just ended lost 
in effect by comparison. 
Not Many Americans Present. 

Then, again, there were not many Ameri- 
cans present at the races off Cowes this week, 
and there is no denying that the visiting 
Americans are fast becoming one of the feat- 
ures of every important public function in 
England. This is having good effect in many 
ways. It is teaching Engiishmen to appre- 
ciate Americans and showing those ‘islanders 
that war paint and feathers are not necessari- 
ly a part of the costume ofa citizen of the 
United States, and it is giving Americans an 
insight into English customs and character 
which they could not otherwise obtain. 

Summed up briefly, it may be said that 
those who complain of the “admiration ” 
which some Americans are said to manifest 
towards @ Lord can console themselves with 
the thought that the fairly distinguished 
American visiting England is now looked up 
to with far more respect and is received with 
much more real sympathy than the average 
Lord receives here. 

Thus it is that the absence of Americans 
from Cowes have thrown a wet blanket over 
the proceedings and everybody is hoping to 
see a crack single-sticker over here next year 
hunting for the America’s cup, which Valkyrie 
III. ia still expected to capture in spite of the 
repeated victories of Defender over Vigilant, 
the conquerer of Valkyrie II. 

To Fight for America’s Cup. 

Incidentally, it may be udded, there isa 
rumor in circulation here that if Defender is 
not successful in retaining the America’s cup 
a Yankee schooner will be sent over here to 
recapture it. This has caused quite a com- 
motion in yachting circles, for the perform- 
ance of Mr. R. S. Palmer’s Yampa in these 
waters this year and the accomplishments of 
Mr. John E. Brooks’ Lasca over her last year 
have clearly demonstrated that Englishmen 
have a very great deal-to learn from Ameri- 
cans in building, rigging, and sailing echoon- 
ers. Therefore, the yacht designers here 
have already put on their thinking caps and 
are figuring on American schooners and their 
ways. 

Fun for Emperor William. 

It is more than probable that his Imperial 
Majesty of Germany, Kaiser Wilhelm, has 
enjoyed himself more than any dozen per- 
eoas have at Cowes this week. His floating 
palace, the imperial yacht Hohenzollern, 
was, as usual. the attraction of all, and the 
Emperor, beaming with good health and 
spirits, browned by the sun and full of en- 
ergy, went here and there and every where, ob- 
served by everybody, admired by even the 
most dyspeptic. It is difficult to feel any- 
thing but admiration for the handsome young 
ruler of the German Empire, who seems to 
slip into different personalities with the ease 
that he changes clothes, ne day he is 
a German General, stern, finely trained, 
on all the tricks of war; 
the next day he isa German Admiral, a Brit- 
ish Dragoon or a British Admiral, a yachts- 
man or an engineer, a boat builder ora war- 
ship constructor, a canal builder or a song 
writer, an author ora musician—everything, 


but always perfect in his part, well posted on 
| everything. 


Less Formal than Usual. 

Indeed, it would seem thatthe Kaiser en- 
joyed this year’s visit to Cowes more than his 
previous visits, His comings and goings dur- 
ing the last week have been of a far less 
formal character than those of other years, 
| Consequently his Majesty has been abie to 
devote a great deal more time to yachting 
and to private visits to the various yachts as- 
sembled at Cowes and he has become more 
popular than ever before, The first impres- 
sions formed here of Emperor William were 
that he was a much stuck-up young man of 
little or no real ability. Now people are be- 
ginning to see that the German Emperor is, 
when the occasion requires it, favorable 
in the extreme, keenly interested in 
every happening, a student of almost 
everything under the sun, and a “ hail fellow 
well met when necessary. But, although 
Emperor William has been enjoying himself 
immensely at Cowes, he has at proper inter- 
vals been as hard a: work as ever on affairs 
of state, nothing apparently escaping’ that 
untiring mind. i 
N Uses a Private Cable. 

Immediately after his arrival off Cowes he 
had a private cable laid between the Hohen- 
zollern and the postoffice at Cowes, the latter 
in turn being connected with London and the 
cable to Germany. So his Majesty was able 
to keep himself constantly well informed 
upon state affairs, and the messagus exchanged 
between himself and his representatives in 
Germany were forwarded and received as 
promptly and as safely as it the Emperor had 
been at Pottsdam instead of at Cowes. 

Tes Party Marred by the Rain. 

The tea party which the Emperor gave 
Thursday on board the Hohenzollern, arranged 
by himself, was to have been a most charm- 
ing function; but, like many others, it was 
marred by the rain, His M1j-sty invited the 
élite of yachting society to ‘afternoon 
ten on the promenade deck o* the imperal 
yacht, This deck was luxuriously carpeted 

for the occasion and dotted with pretty little 

ten tables, While the whole vessel was fragrant 
with the perfume of a rich profusion of choice 

flowers sent by Queen Victoria from the con- 
servatories of Osborne. The fine band of the 
Hohenzollern played as only that marine 
band can play, and everything possibie was 
done to make the reception brilliant and mem- 
orable, . 

His Majesty personally received his guests 
at the Hohenzollern“ gangway and they in- 
cluded the Prince and Princess of Wales, the 
Duke of York, the Princess Louise and her 
husband, the Marquis of Lorne, and ail the 
members of the aristocracy, particularly 
those who were introduced to the Emperor 
during the recent series of festivities at Ham- 
burg and Kiel, upon the occasion of the open- 
ing of the Kaiser Wilhelm Canal. The bright

VIOLENT DISTURBANOES FREELY 
PROPHESIED FOR BULGARIA.

Prince Ferdinand’s Hold on the Throne 
' ‘Precarious at Best and No One Doubts 
That Ultimately He Will Be Expelled= 
cessor=Future Outcome in Great Doubt 
Russia Will Probably Name His Suc- 
«Gladstone’s Contribution to the 
Armenian Questlon-— Sultan Temporizes. 
Nes York, Aug. 10.— [Special.] —It is on 
southeastern Europe that most European 
eyes are most seriously fixed. If the con- 
vulsions announced by sundry prophets as 
the necessary and imminent result of the 
murder of Stambuloff have not yet happened 
it ie none the less thought certain that dis- 
turbances must occur. Bulgaria itself must 
once more be a source of trouble. Prince 
Ferdinand’s hold on the throne of that rest- 
less little principality is of the loosest kind. 
No one doubts that he will be expelled. His 
overthrow may bea question of weeks or a 
question of months, but sooner or later he 
will have to go. The next man is likely 
enough to be a nominee of Russia, openly or 
secretly, If there is no strong Russian party 
in Bulgaria there is a degree of political and 
national demoraiization which may serve her 


purpose as well. 8 
Public Opinion Is Gone. 

4% It is impossible,“ writes a resident cf 
Sofia, to describe to you the condition of 
public opinion in this city since the assassina- 
tion of Stambuloff. There is no public opin- 
ion. What political virtue there was in this 
people has gone out of them.” 

The people are weak and the government 
is weak. It has been asserted that Bulgaria 
was fomenting the disturbances in Macedo- 
nia, and it has been denied. The truth is that 
there are in Bulgaria 50,000 Macedonian 
refugees. They bad either been driven out 
by the barbarities of ‘the Turk or they left in 
search of that employment which their own 
desolated country could no longer give them. 
They are agriculturfsts, masons, carpenters, 
servants, and there are not a few of a higher 
position in life, some of whom have become 
officers in the Bulgarian army. These are the 
men who have been streaming across the 
frontier, Itis they and not the Bulgarians 
who are taking part in the present Macedo. 
nian risitig, which seems for the moment 
crushed, 

Austria Bars the Way. 

Bulgaria as a State has no immediate or 
direct political interest in the overthrow of 
Turkish misrule in Macedonia, She knows 
that she will not be allowed to annex Western 
Roumelia. Austria bars the way. Austria 
has never taten her eyes off Salonica, and no 
torecast of the Macedonian future is worth 
anything wuich does not take account of 
Austria's longing for a seaport on the Augean: 
Macedonia, meantime, is enduring many of 
the horrors of armed revoit and of the worse 
horrors of an armed strüggle against the 
Turk, with little hope of success save in a 
turn of events she cannot control, Europe 
must eventually interfere, but Europe has at 
present more than enough on hand in Ar- 
menia. 
Armenian Question Chronic. 

The Armenian question is chronic. At last 
it is becoming acute. Europe was for a long 
time skeptical about outrages and oppression 
in Armenia. They were urged on public at- 
tention by journals without authority and in 
that sensational form which in Europe makes 
little impression on the public judgment. In- 
quirfes, official and otherwise, conducted in a 
more sober spirit at last convinced Europe, 
and especially England, which under the 
treaty of Berlin has a special mandate and 
mission for the protection of persecuted Ar- 
menia. It is now some months since the Eu- 
ropean commission sent to inquire into the 
condition of things in Armenia reported. Its 
report was a catalogue of horrors. Demands 
were made upon the Sultan for redress and 
reform, France and Russia joining in these 
demands with England, but leaving to En- 
gland the first place which under the treaty 
belonged to her. 

The Sultan Temporizes, 

The Sultan first refused to accede, then said 
he would like further information, then 
promised certain reforms, then withdrew his 
promise, then under advice of a new Grand 
Vizier agreed to carry out such recom menda- 
tions as did not conflict with Turkish law. In- 
stantly upon the receipt of this answer, Sir 
Philip Currie, British Ambassador at Con- 
stantinople, sent his dragoman to the Porte 
with an official copy of the proposed reforms 
and the request thatthe Grand Vizier would 
put a mark against such of them as in his 
opinion were contrary to Turkish law. The 
Vizier declined. He had no authority. 

Lord Salisbury’s Position. 

Meantime the general election in England 
had occurred, Lord Salisbury, who is For- 
eign Minister as wellas Prime Minister, was 
known to have the nation at his back. The 
Sultan once more changed his mind and 
promised in a general way that there should 
bea change of administration in Armenia. 
But the change was still to leave Armenia un- 
der absolute control of Turkish authorities, 
and that European supervision which alone 
could secure peace and order and humanity 
was still denied, 

Gladstone to the Rescue. 

It was in these circumstances that the meet- 
ing at Chester was held last Tuesday, over 
which the Duke of Westminster presided, 
with Mr, Gladstone as chief orator. Singular 
conjunction of two men who stand at the two 
opposite poles of English thought and feeling. 
There has been a personal disagreement be- 
tween them as well asa political antagonism 
dating from 1886 and Mr. Gladstone’s sur. 
render to Parnell on home rule, Their meet- 
ing on the same platform marks the unanim- 
ity of English feeling. Mr. Gladstone’s 
speech is supposed to have advanced the Ar. 
menian cause and strengthened Lord Salis. 
bury's hands, It does strengthen Lord Salis. 
bury in one sense, for it shows Europe and the 
Turk that on this Armenian question all par- 
ties in England are agreed. 

Mr. Gladstone's presence was evidence of 
that, but his spxech was violent and injudi- 
cious and he let loose his rhetoric on the Sul. 
tan. There was no occasion for rhetoric. 
The facts are quite horrible enough. Mr. 
Gladstone, however, has seldom been happy 
in his handling of foreign questions, and the 
opinions of his foreign policy and of his 
speeches on foreign policy held and ex. 
pressed by European statesmen are of a 
nature to surprise his American idolators. 
They shrug their shoulders over this Chester 
performance, and tne Sultan is the stronger, 
not the weaker, for Mr. Gladstone'e intem- 
perate denunciations. 

May Lead to Real Reforms. 

Lord Salisbury, however, and not Mr, 
Gladstone is responsible for English policy 
and he will have to act. It is possible, not 
probable, thag the Sultan will consent to real

The Cowes Celebration. 

The French, of course, are casting angry 
glances across the frontier, where the Ger- 
mans are celebrating the victories of 1870 
and 1871. Why they should not celebrate 
them has never been explained, The French 


‘listen with not less resentment to the speech 


of the German Emperor at Cowes to the 
sailors of the German ship of war Worth. 
The young Kaiser has made so many indis- 
creet speeches that one more or less does not 
greatly matter. It is only if he should be 
prudent and wary that Europe would begin 
to think something was the matter. When 
he speaks as he did at Cowes of occasions for 
further deeds of valor he means no more 
than a weather prophet who predicts a 
storm. Enyland at any rate gives herself no 
trouble about these belligerent effusions of 
her Queen's grandson, 
Unionists in High Feather. 

England is for the moment very much at 
peace with herself and the rest of the world, 
the Turk excepted and the Chinese excepted 
and the Frenchman in Siam excepted, and 
perhaps Venezuela and Brazil also excepted. 
The Univnists are in such good temper over 
their victory that they show themselves mag- 
nanimous, as in declining to turn out a Lib- 
eral Speaker of the House of Commons, The 
Radicals have not begun to recover from 
their defeat, nor to know whether they have 
a policy or what it is. The only faction left 
with vitality enough or temper enough for a 
quarrel is the Irish faction. Mr. McCarthy 
has been attackimg Mr. Healy ina violent 
manifesto a column long, and Mr. Healy has 
published a violent reply two columns long. 
Such is the Irish way of promotion of that 
union of Irish hearts and hands, without 
which no efficient Irish agitation is possible. 

Report as to Sir Julian Pauncefote. 

The London report that Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote, British Ambassador at Washington, is to 
be transferred to Berlin comes from a source 
not likely to be informed on foreign office 
matters, I don’t know why he should be re- 
tired or transferred, The change of adminis- 
tration in England is no reason. It is not the 
custom in that country to turn out a capable 
public servant because he is not of the pre- 
vailmg party opinion on domestic affairs. 
Thereis but this opinion about Sir Julian 
Pauncefote and the way in which he has rep- 
resented his government: He ie very popu- 
lar in Washington, and he is one of the best 
menever sent here from Great Britain; in 
some important respects undoubtedly the 
ablest. Of his good-will to this country there 
never was any more doubt than of the com- 
manding capacity with which he transacted 
the business of his own government. It will 
de for the welfare of both nations that he 
should remain Ambassador at Washington.

Nationa! Monument at the Niederwald Mon- 
day and Wednesday and yesterday, when 
1,500 members of Bavarian military bands 
made a patriotic demonstration there, For 
the big celebration of Aug. 19 on the Tem- 
pelhof Field 235 veterans’ organizations will 
parade with banners before the Emperor, 
and galleries will be erected to accommodate 
120,000 spectators. : 

Unfavorable comment has been aroused by 
the fact that the Governor will not officially 
take part in the celebrations, and Von Tiede- 
mann, Governor of Bromberg, in a written 
refusal to join in the Sedan parade, explained 
that it would be against the dignity of royal 
officials to march through the streets beside 
plain civilians, 

Baltic Canal Too Expensive. 

Complaints at the unsatisfactory manage- 
ment of the new Baltic Canal continue to ar- 
rive from all German ports, and es- 
pecially from Dantzig and Stettin. 
Cases were cited where the expense of 
passing the canal trebly exceeded the benefits 
derived therefrom and ship owners strongly 
appeal that the management be taken outet 
the clutches of the Bureaucracy and be go 
erned on a business basis. The government, 
however, persists in declaring that the traffic 
is increasing daily, and especially in Danish, 
Swedish, and Norwegian vessels, and that the 
fees charged are not exorbitant. 

Kaiser’s Monument Corner-Stone, 

The program for laying the corner-stone of 
the big Kaiser Wilhelm monument near Ber- 
lin Castle, Aug. 18, has been determined 
upon. The Emperor and Empress will leave 
the castle on foot and walk to the spot where 
the corner-stone has been placed. Prince 
Hohenlohe, the Chancellor, will then hand 
his Majesty a document to be placed in the 
hollow part of the stone. The Emperor will 
read this document aloud, a trowel and mal- 
let will be given him by Count Lercherfeld, 
and the President of the Reichstag, Baron 
von Buol-Berenberg, and his Majesty will per- 
form the ceremony of laying the stone. 
The Lutheran hymn will be played by the 
bands assembled, the officiating clergyman 
will pronounce a blessing, and the ceremony 
will be ended. „ 

To Celebrate the Victory of Sedan. 

Grand preparations are being made for the 
celebration of Sedan day, Sept. 2. Through- 
out Prussia the Protestant churches will hoid 
special services, and King Albert of Saxony 
will come to Berlin by special invitation of 
the Emperor, and will be the recipient of un- 
usual houor, as he is the last surviving army 
commander in active service, About a score 
of the other German Princes and rulers will 
be present, among them being the Prince 
Regent of Bavaria. A grand Zapfen- 
streich will be executed in front of the 


Berlin castie during the evening by all the 


bands of the Guard Corps, and during the 
night preceding the celebration both shores 
of the Rhine as far as the Dutch frontier will

Excitement Over the Stern Case. 

The result of the Stern case has caused the 
most unpleasant impression among Amer- 
icans atall the German spas. Similar regu- 
lations to those apparently infringed by Mr. 
Stern prevail everywhere, and the punish- 
ment of the New York mercuant serves to 
stimulate the German officials to fresh annoy- 
ances. More than one of them has already 
been heard to remark in substance: You 
Americans must conform to our customs,” 
At Carlsbad a number of American public 
men are stopping, and they have all been es- 
pecially humiliated by the apparent failure of 
the United States Embassy’to accomplish 
anything in the matter. They add that it is: 
safe to say the case will have far-reach- 
ing consequences, 

Mr. Louis Stern has been advised to appeal 
to the clemency of the Prince Regent of 
Bavaria, who, it is said, is sure to change the 
sentence of two weeks’ imprisonment and a 
fine of 600 marks into a mere fine. It ap-

NO GRAPE JUICE IN THE WINE. 


Report to State Department of Consul 
Chancellor at Havre. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 10.—Congul Chan- 
cellor at Havre has sent an extended report 
to the State Deparment upon wine-making 
in France, covering the last twenty years: 
The Consul declares much of the wine pro- 
duced has no grape juice in it whatever. 

The French Government recently destroyed 
15,000 casks of wine found to contain no 
grape juice, but made of water, alcohol, 
sulphate of gypsum, glycerine, salts ef pot- 
ash, and berries for coloring. It has been 
ascertained that Whenever the vintage is 
poor immense quantities of sugar, amount- 
ing in 1887 to 36,000 tons, have been used for 
mixing with wine, while the deficit in the 
production of the vineyards has been made 
good by producing many millions of gallons 

f wine, so called, from raisins, currants, 

nd the lees of the wine press. 

The Consul says that sweetness in wine 
covers many defects without improving its 
quality, yet many people prefer sweet wines, 
which result in injury to their health. 


NEW WORK TO CARE FOR THE BABIES. 


Chicago Day Nursery Association Is In 
the Way of Organization. 


A new philanthropy which will shortly be 
added to Chicago’s list of charities is an 
organization to be known as the Chicago 
Day Nursery Association. This association 
will be organized at a meeting called for 
that purpose to be held at the office of the 
Kindergarten Magazine, Room 1207 Wom- 
an's Temple. Those who are interested in 
the new organization are Mrs, Charles H. 
Kingman of the Margaret Etter Creche; 
Mrs. John W. Thomas, founder of the Greek 
Letter club for business women; the. Rev. 
N. B. W. Gallwey, pastor of Olivet Mission; 
Mrs. C. C. Chapin, editor of the Union Sig- 
nal; Miss Amalie Hofer, editor of the Kin- 
dergarten Magazine; the Rev. Frank M. 
Gregg, the Rev. J. M. Strong, the Rev. N. 
D. Hillis, Miss Susie H. Hull, and Miss 
Amelia Wintermeyer of the Armour Mis- 
sion, the Rev. J. M. Strong being the father 
of the movement. , 

In the Eastern cities similar associations 
have been on a thoroughly practical work- 
ing basis for years, but until lately no move- 
ment has been made to organize such a phil- 
anthropy in Chicago. The first steps toward 
that end were taken Nov. 27, when the agi- 
tators of the movement held 979 
meeting at the office of the ndergarten

The object of the Chicago Day Nursery 
Association will be to plant new day nurser- 
ies in destitute districts, where such institu- 
tions are needed, to help poor mothers to 
help themselves; to establish and maintain 
a training school for creche nurses, where 
they shall be taught the proper care of 
children as regards their nature, nurture, 
and physical needs; to organize a central 
bureau for the day nursery work of Chicago, 
and to procure funds for the furtherance 
and maintenance of these objects. The 
special object of the central bureau will be 
to compile statistics of the working popula- 
tion of the poor districts and secure informa- 
tion as to the necessity and practicability of 
planting nurseries in all such districts. 
General information in regard to day nurser- 
ies will also be disseminated from the bu- 
reau. Arrangements will be made to hold 
periodical conferences of the superintend- 
ents and matrons of the nurseries for the 
purpose of discussing nursery problems and 
the best means of putting in practice ad- 
vanced ideas for the betterment of the 
nursery. Any day nursery already in ex- 
istence .may be admitted to the association 
upon conditions to be decided upon at the 
coming meeting.

Winterson was arrested by operatives of 
the Mooney & Boland detective agency. He 
had marked bills in his possession at the 
time of his arrest which were stolen from 
his employer. When subjected to an ex- 


amination he broke down and made a writ- 


ten confession of his guilt. 

Winterson, who is 25 years of age, began 
Working for Corbrey eight years ago. He 
applied for work then offering to scrub the 
floors if he could get no other employment. 
Mr. Corbrey put him at work doing errands 
about the place. He was diligent and was 
rapidly promoted until he was given charge 
of the business as manager last February. 
He acquired the reputation of being the best 
commission salesman in the floral business 
in the city. He is a member of several floral 
clubs and besides being Secretary of the 
Chicago Florists’ clup is Captain of the 
florists’ baseball team. 

In February last Corbrey was obliged to go 
to California for his health and placed Win- 
terson in charge of his business. It was 
during this time Corbrey’s suspicions were 
aroused, and Winterson betrayed himself. 
During Corbrey’s absence collections were 
slow, and Corbrey was surprised to learn 
Winterson had voluntarily given the cashier 
$1,000 and had asked for a memoranda re- 
ceipt. He therefore turned the matter over 
to the Mooney & Boland detective agency 
for investigation. 

It was soon learned Winterson was spend- 
ing considerable money on improvements 
about his house, No. 2060 West Van Buren 
street, which place he had bought within 
the last few years, and which, with the im- 
provements, is worth several thousand dol- 

ars. 
During the investigation it was learned 
Winterson was averse to callers or visitors, 
and permitted no one to enter his house. 

He was shadowed constantly, and it was 
at last learned he kept an account at the 
Garden City Banking and Trust company. 
It was also noticed he was at all times well 
supplied with cash, and frequently rolls con- 
taining large sums were seen in his pos- 
session. He worked hard while at business 
and spent most of his leisure time at home, 
and his only dissipation was an appetite for 
ice cream soda and candies. 

An operative was placed in the store as 
bookkeeper, and sales were observed where 
false returns were made by Winterson, and 
frequently no return was made at all for 
small sales made, especially early in the 
morning. Later on operatives were sent 
from the agency to make purchases of flow- 
ers, ranging in amounts from 52 to $10, and 
he invariably kept the greater portion of the 
amount received, and sometimes the whole 
of it. His favorite method, however, was to 
divide with his employer the proceeds of 
sales of $2 or more, taking the lion’s share 
for himself.. 

When Winterson was arrested he was 
taken to the Mooney & Boland agency and 
examined. He had in his possession $100, 
most of which was in bills of small denom- 
mations, and among them were many which 
had been marked. 

He began his confession by saying he had 
only stolen a small amount, but increased it 
to $1,500. This he said he had been stealing 
since Corbrey’s departure for California 
last February. Between $1,500 and $1,600 
was recovered, of which over $1,000 was at 
the bank, $400 hidden away at home, and the 
balance was found in his possession. The 
books are being overhauled by experts. 

Winterson has a wife and two children. 
When he was married five years ago Mr. 
Corbrey loaned him the money to defray 
the expenses of the occasion. 

During the time his thefts were going on 
he complained of the dishonesty of other 
employés. 


WHEAT YIELD’S ESTIMATED DECREASE. 


Government Crop Report for August Does 
| Not Deceive Expectations, 

There was little in the. government crop re- 
port for August received yesterday afternoon 
which proved contrary to the expectation of 
the majority of grain operators an the Board 
of Trade. September wheat had sold as low 
as 673¢c on the curb during. the afternoon, 
and it was quoted at 671¢@67 %c after the re- 
port came in. 

Based on the data of the report the wheat 
crop is figured at 10,000,000 bushels less 
than the estimate made on the basis of the 
July report. The spring wheat crop is now 
generaliy estimated at from 159,000,000 
bushels to 164,000,00 bushels, and the corn 


Perop at from 2,365,000,000 bushels to 


2. 400,000, 000 bushels. In round numbers 
the oats crop is estimated at 714,000,000 
bushels. 

The government report makes the condi- 
tion of spring wheat 95.9 and corn 102.5. 
The condition of spring wheat July 1 was re- 
ported at 102.2, — a deter ioration since 
then of 6.3. The condition of corn July 1 
was 99.3, the improvement made up to Aug. 
1 being 3.2. The condition of spring wheat 
Aug. 1, 1804, was 67.1 and of corn 69. 1.

NAB A CHECK FORGER 


HE GETS $85 FROM MANY BANKS IN 
MANY STATES. 


He Is Now in the Penitentiary at Lincoln, 
Neb., Under a Five Years’ Sentence—His 
Plan of Swindling Exceedingly Simple 
and Singularly Effective He Uses Many 
Aliases, but Never Varies the Amount 
Bankers’ Association Captures Him. 


The American Bankers’ Association has run 
down a clever and dangerous check forger and 
secured his conviction. He has been sent to 
the penitentiary at Lincoln, Neb., to serve a 
five years’ sentence. The man’s real name 
is Louis Seiffert, but in his swindling opera- 
tions he used many aliases, among them 
Max G. Mendie, Nathan A. Meyers, George 
B. Hyman, Herman Bergman, Oscar Silver- 
man, and David S. Berman, 

Seiffert’s plan of operations was simple, 

nious, and effective. A single case will 
best explain his method. March 18 a bank 
at Marlette, Mich., received a typewritten 
letter on a printed letter head, purporting 
to be from H. O. Pepper & Co., wholesale 
liquor dealers, Lexington, Ky. 
was addressed toa bank at Mariette and 
read as follows: 

Gentlemen—We have mailed to our traveling 
representative, Max G. Mendie, a check for $85. 
Mr. Mendie will be in Marlette within a day or 
so. The inclosed is his signature. 

H. O. Perrer & Co., Per H. O. P. 

A few days later Mendle called at the bank, 
presented a check drawn on the Northern 
Bank of Lexmgton, Ky., indorsed same, 
and drew the money, a comparison of his sig- 
nature with that received in the letter from 
H. O. Pepper & Co. leaving no doubt they 
were written by the same person. In a pre- 
cisely similar manner a number of other 
Michigan banks were swindled. In every 
case the letters of advice were apparently 
from H. O. Pepper & Co., but the name of 
the payee always varied. The amount of the 
check was invariably the same, $85. This 
peculiarity was of assistance in identifying 
Seiffert’s numerous transactions under many 
names in many States. 

Inquiry developed that the firm of H. O. 
Pepper & Co. did not exist, but a well-known 
liquor firm, James E. Pepper & Co., is lo- 
cated at Lexington, Ky. The forger had 
gone to the expense of having letter heads 
and envelopes printed, bearing the card of 
H. O. Pepper & Co. From the Lexington 
Bank it was learned banks in Indiana and 
Tennessee had been victimized in the same 
mauner, probably by the same man, abouta 
year previous by cashing checks signed M. 
P. Headly & Co., the handwriting in all cases 
being identical. In the latter part of April a 
bank at Cummings, N. D., received a letter 
from Ericsson & Co., wholesale liquor deal- 
ers, St. Paul, Minn., stating they had mailed 
a check for $85 to their representative, 
George B. Hyman, and inciosing a small 
slip of paper bearing his signature of George 
B. Hyman. Hymen appeared, presented 
this check, and got the money, and about the 
same time a bank at Forest River, N. D., was 
swindled in like manner under tne name of 
Herman Bergman. Bergman aiso passed a 
— check at a St. Paul bank shortly after- 
ward, 

The American Bankers’ Association em- 
ployed William A. Pinkerton to investigate 
the matter. It was learned that there was no 
such firm in St. Paul as Ericsson & Co., but 
a reputable firm called Ericsson, Brady & 
Co. A circular letter was prepared describ- 
ing the man and method of his, operations, 
and containing a specimen of his handwriting. 
July 1 word was received from the First 
State Bank of Arapahoe, Neb., thai the man 
would no doubt appear there as they had re- 
ceived a letter purporting to be from H. J. 
Gehner & Co., wholesale iiquor dealers, St. 
Louis, advising them of the mailing of a 
check for $85 to their traveling representa- 
tive, Mr. Oscar Silverman, Later in the day 
a telegram was received aunouncing his ar- 
rest. 

He was taken the same afternoon to Cam- 
bridge, Neb., at which place he had succeed- 
ed in having a check cashed under the name 
of David S. Berman. It was learned that he 
had mailed letters to himself under different 
names to banks at Culbertson, McCook, Bart- 
ley, Indianola, Oxford, Cambridge, and 
Arapahoe, At the hearing before a Justice 
his bonds were placed at $2,500. He made 
a strong plea to have his bail reduced, and 
being unsuccessful said he was ready to plead 
guilty, which he did. He was taken before 
District Judge Welty and was given five years 
in the penitentiary and a fine of $100 and 
costs, and was on his way to the penitentiary 
within twenty-four hours after his arrest. At 
McCook and Cambridge he had induced ho- 
telkeepers to cash checks for $85, but re- 
funded the money to each after his arrest. 

It was found his real name is Louis Seiffert, 
that he is married and resides in New York 
City. His wife is said to be the niece of a 
wealthy distiller in Pittsburg, Pa. His 
parents reside in New York and are respect- 
able people. He has lived in Pittsburg for 
the last five years, employed by Kauffman 
Brothers. He is said to have been in the em- 
ploy of Havemeyer, the New York sugar mer- 
chant, ata salary of $4,500 per annum. As 
soon as he got into the penitentiary he com- 
municated with his people, and strenuous 
efforts have been made since for his release, 
Judge Broady of Lincoln, Neb., has been re- 
tained to look after his interests and find 
some legal loophole through which he may be 
liberated. 

If he should be released on any technical 
error in the commitment proceedings, which 
were rather hurried, he will not escape pun- 
ishment for his offenses, as the American 
Bankers’ Association has iaterested other 
bankers victimized by Seiffert, and papers 
have been lodged against him at the peniten- 
tiary by the First National Bank of McCook, 
Neb. This warrant, as well as others, will be 
served upon him should he be released on any 
technicality.

Vegetables Low in Price and Plentifual 
Every where 

Vegetables have seldom been as cheap and 
plentiful as at the present time. Supplies bid 
fair to continue bountiful throughout the 
year, There Will be enough for everybody to 
have plenty to eat andsome to spare. The 
abundance is instrumental! in makmg a rec- 
ord-breaking list of prices for all the leading 
staples in the way of garden truck. 

During the early spring frosts were reported 
as having done heavy damage to vegetables, 
but the weather since has been 80 favorable 
that the results of the frosts were more than 
discounted, and the country fairly teems with 
the bounties of nature. Early in the season 
cold snaps were said to have ruined the potato 
erop. Present indications and returns show the 
yield to be enormous. There is an absence of 
the usual reports of bugs, blight, or any form 
of disease, The acreage of potatoes 1s fully 
8 per cent larger than that of last year, only 
seven States showing a decrease. Minnesota 
increases its acreage one-third, and Florida, 
Iowa, and North South Dakota one-quar- 
ter, while Maine, Nebraska, Rhodo Isiand, 
Vermont, Arkansas, Maryland, and Oregon 

resent a large increase, In Illinois, Indiana, 

Yhio, and Michigan the condition is not as 
good, due to dry weather and late frosts. The 
quantity of potatoes that will be distributed 
by Chicago promises to be enormous, 

A comparison of the wholesale prices of 
staple vegetables prevailing at present with 
those of the corresponding season a year ago 
shows that values are ruling all the way from 
20 to 60 per cent lower, The market gar- 
dening industry in localities contiguous to 
the city has been increasing more rapidly 
than ever before during the last two years. 
Such varieties of vegetables as cucumbers, 
cabbages, string beaus, and sweet corn are so 
plentiful at present as to be difficult to dis- 
pose of. Illinois and the States further 
South have a tremendous crop of tomatoes. 

Beans, which possess as much nutriment as 
any vegetable grown, are a fairly liberal crop. 
Prices do not show the same cheapness noted 
in other vegetables, because reserve stocks 
ran unusually low last winter and spring.

The weather conditions since 
July 1 have been excellent for the fruit. in 
New England the crop is about an average, 
while in New York it falls a little below the 
average, but west of the Alleghany Mount- 
ains, excepting limited areas in Ohio and 
Michigan, the crop is the largest known in 
years, and the quality of the fruit is excep- 
tionally good.

REGARD IT NOT FAIR. 


FOX RIVER MILLMEN DISPLEASED 
WITH GOVERNMENT DEOISION. 


They Say the Order Continuing the Shut- 

Down Is a Great Disappointment, and 
Compared with the Interests of Naviga- 
tion Mill Industries Suffer Badly= 
Strictures of Gen. Doe Regarding Waste 
of Water Resented=—Mill-Owners Rush- 
ing In Steam Plants for Emergency. 

Oshkosh, Wis,, Aug. 10.—[Snecial. |—The 
water-power men gre greatly surprised and 
dissatistied at Gen. Doe's decision forbidding 
the use of water until it reaches the creat of 
the Menasha dam, which is the minimum 
limit fixed by government regulation. They 
were surprised because for. some reason they 
believed that Doe was going to decide in their 
favor or at least compromise. . 

The decision in effect cripples the milling 
interests until the close of navigation, prob- 
ably, as the water is now about fifteen inches 
below the Menasha dam, and the inflow into 
Lake Winnebago no more than equals the 
evaporation. Steam plants are being in- 
stalled at Appleton and below as rapidly as 
possible, as the present season is an excellent 
one for paper, but it would be impossible to 
accomplish the turning out of a full product 
by steam throughout the valley before winter. 

The millmen resent the strictures upon 
their alleged shortcomings contained in Gen, 
Doe’s order. His charges, they claim, are 
un just and uncalled for. The one redeeming 
feature is that the Appleton Electric Light 
company will be permitted to use water, and 
thus that city will not be dark.

Vina ranch would not only pay 
this year, but that there would be a 
surplus—some money for the university. 

Managing ranches has been a novel expe- 
rience for Mrs. Stanford. During the Sena- 
tor’s lifetime she was shielded from outside 
worry, and when the property came into her 
hands after his death the business was all 
new to her. 

The first year was a discouraging one and 
she had considerable worriment over Vina. 
In order to put the ranch on a working 
she was obliged to borrow money to meet the 
deficiency. 

Things had come to a crisis and after 
puzzling and studying over the situation 
for some time Mrs. Stanford resolved to take 
entire management of Vina herself. 

Her efforts to make Vina a pa prop- 
erty have been untiring. And now t the 
year is up she has the satisfaction of knowing 
her efforts have not been in vain. 

“It is not for myself that I have been 
working,” she said, as the money derived 
from Vina will in no way benefit me. It was 
the university. The success of Vina, you 
know, means a revenue for the university.“ 

The Vina ranch includes 62,950 acres, 
Twenty-four thousand are leased to farm- 
ers, who do the plowing, furnish the seed, 
and give Mrs. Stanford one-third of the 
profit derived from the crops. The remain- 
ing 6,300 acres are under the supervision of 
Mrs. Stanford. 0 

Two thousand five hundred are farmed for 
alfalfa, barley, wheat, and hay, and 3,800 
acres are laid out in a vineyard. The grain 
crop this year will be a large one and the 
vines will produce from 12,000 to 15,000 tons 
of grapes. 

“I have just arranged to have 3,000 tons of 
grapes crushed for wine and brandy,” she 
said. “This will make 1,600,000 gallons. The 
balance of the grapes will be sold. The pick- 
ing will begin Aug. 25 and continue until 
Nov. 1. We average 150 men the year round 
on the ranch, but during the picking season 
there are between 250 and 300.“ 

Then she went on to tell how the big brick 
brandy warehouse that covers two acres 
would not be stocked with kegs of spirits 
this year. 

“I cannot reconcile myself to making large 
quantities of brandy,“ she said. “Of course 
I will have some brandy made, as it is nec- 
essary for medical purposes. Vina now fur- 
nishes most of the druggists of the coast 
with the liquor, and a sufficient quantity 
will be made to supply the demand, but I do 
not propose to make brandy and put it on 
the market as a beverage. 

Most of the grapes will be used for mak- 
ing clarets, white wine, port, and sherry. 
It is gratifying to me to know the wine can 
be sold and that I will not be obliged to 
distill it into brandy.“ 

The dairy has also become a source of rev- 
enue to the ranch. All of the cows are of 
the Holstein breed, and of the 242 on the 
place 150 are milked daily. The most im- 
proved butter-making machines are used, 
and only the first grade of butter is made. 
There are 644 stock cattle on the place, 2,500 
hogs, 20,000 sheep, and 80 work mules, 110 
work horses, and 300 running and trotting 
horses. There are fourteen choice 2-year- 
old thoroughbreds that wil] be sent to New 
York this fall with the four carloads of the 
eee best horses Palo Alto has ever sent 

ast. 

And then she told about the experiment of 
raising a Russian breed of horses and of its 
success. There are four of these little beau- 
1 — a pair of colts at Palo Alto and a pair at 

na. . 

These colts are the offspring of the Russian 
horses sent to Senator Stanford just before 
his death by the Czar of Russia. They are 
the only horses from the royal stables ever 
sent to this country. Under their heavy, 
fluffy manes they bear the brand of the | 
Czar’s crest. 

These horses have a pedigree dating back 
to the sixteenth century. Their offspring 
have all the characteristic features of the 
Russian thoroughbreds—the shapely necks 
and heads, the high-stepping gait, and the 
wonderful fuzzy manes and tails. 

Mrs. Standford’s idea is to raise Russian 
horses for the market. She thinks there is 
money in it—money for the university—and 
she is planning to have Russian horses one 
of the novelties of the Palo Alto stock de- 
partment. 

In speaking of her anxiety over finances 
and the mental strain occasioned by the suit, 
she said: 

“The nervous strain which I have been un- 
der the last two years has been very great. 
I wonder sometimes how much longer I will 
be able to endure it. I did not realize the 
high tension I had been under until after all 
the exercises of the university were over. 

“If I can keep 1,000 students at the univer- 
sity I will be satisfied. We had 1,100 last 
year, and will have that number at the open- 
ing of the next term. We are cramped for 
tsa very cramped, but we manage to get 
along. 

On the most economical policy it éosts 
$15,000 a month to run the university. [ 
have no plans for any future additions to the 
university. I hope to be if Iam spared 
a few years longer and all goes well with me 
in regard to finances, to give the university 
some absolute necessities in the way of ad- 
ditional buildings.“

MURDER AT THE INSANE ASYLUM. 
Yesterday one of the attendants at the 
Cook County Insane Asylum made the fol- 


lowing confession: 

Gough, or Goff, as we knew him, came to the 
door of my room and asked me to assist him to 
do up a patient.“ I went out into the dormitory 
and found George Budizick lying under a bed 
hiding. Gough said for me to come and we will 
give it to him again.“ I asked him who the 
patient was, and he said it was one of the new 
patients brought in a few days ago. I went to 
the side of the bed and Budisick crawled out at 
the other side where Gough was standing. He 
kicked the patient several times in the breast. 
The man yelled at the top of his voice and then 
fell over unconscious, Gough and I picked him 
up and carried him to a wash basin and washed 
him. We then led him back to a bench and left 
him sitting there while we went to look after 
other patients and give them their breakfast. 
When I returned a short time later I found Budi- 
nick lying on the floor between the bench and the 
wall unconscious. Gough and I carried him to 
the bed. I said to Gough that the man looked 
as if he would die. He said that he would go and 
see the Supervisor. The Supervisor came and 
after looking at the patient a short time he went 
to call the doctor, but the man was dead before 
he arrived. 

These are the men who have been em- 


ployed by ‘the County Commissioners to 
care for persons whose mental condition 
should entitle them to the gentlest and most 
considerate treatment. This is the fate 
which may befall any man who cannot get 
admission to a State asylum. Not many 
years ago a patient by the name of Burns 
was murdered in the same way at the coun-

reasons why women are employed at so low 
a rate cannot be overcome by any present 
considerations either social, economic, or 
legislative. Women have come as @ neu 
economic factor into the present industrial 
system. They occupy a lower standard of 
life both in physical features and mental 
demands. Assistance from friends and lack 
of physical endurance lower their economic 
standard. Insufficient equipment for life 
work affects thelr working value, und thus 
far they have lacked the influence which 
comes from combination and association. 
But the growing importance of woman’s 
labor, her general equipment through tech- 
nical education, her more positive dedica- 
tion to the life work she chooses, the grow- 
ing sentiment that an educated and skillful 
woman is a better and truer life companion 
than an ignorant and unskiliful one, her ap- 
' preciation of combination and the general 
uplifting of the sentiment of integrity in 
business circles, her gradual approach to 
man’s powers in mental work alone, her pos- 
sible and probable political influence—all 
these combined, working along general av- 
enues of progress and of evolution, will bring 
her industrial emancipation, by which she 
will stand, in those callings in life for which 
she may be fitted, on an equality with man. 
As she approaches this equality her remu- 
neration will be increased and her economic 
importance acknowledged. 

Another popular theory is that, consid- 
ered purely as wageworkers, the morals of 
women are not up to the standard of the 
morals of women under the domestic sys- 
tem. Col. Wright believes this view to be 
absolutely false, and that the morals of the 
working women of this or any other civilized 
country are upon as high a plane of purity 
as those of any class of women in the com- 
munity. He says: 

In whatever direction I have turned my studies 
relative to the moral character of women en- 
gaged in industry the result has been the same, 
whether those studies have been conducted in this 
country, in Great Britain, or upon the continent 
of Europe. I did use to think that industria) pur- 
suits engaged in by woman might cause her some 
degradation, or at least bring to her a loss of re- 
spect, which is always disastrous to any social 
sense, for with the loss of respect for woman tiere 
begins not only a loss of tone in society, but an 
apparent and subsecuently a real disintegration 
of the family. I have become convinced, however, 
that this loss of respect does not occur through co- 
employment of the sexes and the fact that the co- 
education of the sexes in so many colleges and 
institutions of higher instruction has been carried 
on with 80 great advantage and without any of 
the evil consequences which were anticipated is 
strong collateral evidence that the mingling of 
the sexes, either in industry or education, does 
not work harm to society, but on the contrary 


brings great good and secures that respect which 
is essential to honorable social and family life. 


That the intellectual condition of woman- 
kind has been greatly bettered by her indus- 
trial prosperity and the stimulation which 
comes of active, remunerative employment, 
is a fact which is too apparent to invite ar- 
gument. Logical reasoning and the inevit- 
able teachings of sociological data point to 
the continued extension of her opportunities 
for intellectual work. But that the world is 
gaining, socially and morally, through 
woman's enhanced industrial opportunities 
is not yet generally recognized. In her long 
struggle for emancipation woman has 
gained a position which she cannot and for 
the sake of the general welfare ought not to 
sacrifice. 


PRESIDENT POLK’S DIARY. 

The diaries of Presidents are far more in- 
teresting than their state papers. No one 
would hesitate for a moment if he had to 
choose between that of John Quincy Adams 
and the other productions of his pen. The 
historian would give a great deal for a daily 
record of Mr. Lincoln’s private thoughts 
during the most eventful years of his life. 
Therefore, although James K. Polk was not 
a bright and shining light among American 
Presidents, being an accidental nominee of 
his party and elected by accident and fraud, 
the recent bringing to light of his diary, 
which is now in the possession of the Lenox 
Library, is a historical event in its way. 
From it Mr. James Schouler has drawn the 
material for an interesting article, which is 
printed in this month’s Atlantic. 

Polk never would have been President but 
for the fact that certain gentlemen were 
unwise enough to write letters. Van Buren 
wrote one opposing the annexation of Texas, 
which lost him the Democratic nomination, 
which he would have had otherwise. Clay 
wrote one which had a passage in it rather 


tails, and of his inability to utilize the serv- 
ices of others, was that his health broke 
down and he lived but a short time after he 


left the White House. Since he felt that it 


was his duty to sugerintend personally the 
division of the spoils of office among his ad- 
herents the gang of officeseekers fell on him 
and caused him much grief. Under date of 
March 4, 1846, he writes: 

A year gone and the pressure for office has not 
abated. Will this pressure never cease? I most 
sincerely wish that I had no offices to bestow. If 
I had not it would add much to the happiness and 
comfort of my pesition. As it is, I have no office 
to bestow without turning out better men than a 
large majority of those who seek their places. 

He says: “The herd of office-seekers are 
the most unprincipled persons in the coun- 
try.” He “loathes” them, both male and 
female. Almost the whole of my embar- 
rassment in administering the government 
grows out of the public patronage which it 
is my duty to dispense.” He was of the 
opinion that patronage weakened an admin- 
istration, and he resented the claim of Con- 
gressmen that they had a right to control its 
distribution. But despite his sufferings he 
never thought of such a thing as a civil serv- 
ice system, which would have rid him of 
“loafers for office,” and females “pleading 
for their worthless relatives.“ He abused 
the Democrats who pestered him for places, 
but he would not put the distribution of the 
offices out of his own hands, for in that 
event a Whig might have managed to get 
one of them. 


OLD PUT’S TERSE ENGLISH. 

Just 118 years ago last Wednesday Gen. 
Putnam sent this letter to Sir Henry Clin- 
ton: 

Edmund Palmer, an officer In the enemy’s serv- 
ice, was taken as a spy lurking within our lines.

ful permission of the Divine Being; he has 
been adjudged guilty of the offense with 
which he was charged while his innocence 
was yet conventionally to be presumed, and 
has been condemned to suffer the extreme 
penalty; wherefore, with a deep sense of the 
responsibility which has been placed upon 
me and with a reverent regard for the au- 
thority which has been intrusted to me by 
my fellow-citizens, I, Grover Cleveland, do 
hereby instruct and order the official in 
charge of the flag to depart immediately 
and to delay not. 

** GROVER CLEVELAND. 

Postscriptum— The said Palmer, being 
thus made subject to military law and his 
life having been declared forfeit, has this 
day, therefore, been duly executed and sent 
to his account with the just Judge before 
whom all must bow.“

ELECTRIC FORCE WITHOUT STEAM. : 

If the German inventor, Dr. Borchers, has 
not solved the long-standing problem how 
to convert the heat energy of fuel into elec- 
tric force without the intervention of 
steam he appears to have taken a long step 
towards the achievement of that highly-de- 
sirable result. He is reported to have de- 
vised a new form of electric battery, the cur- 
rent in which is génerated by the conversion 
of hydro-carbons and carbonic oxide into 
carbonic acid, or practically the same reac- 
tion that is produced in the combustion of 
coal. If this process really be accomplished 
the energy with which the oxygen combines 
with the fuel material can be compared di- 
rectly in the two cases, and a great economy 
in the use of the force ought to be obtaina- 
ble by dispensing with the steam engine. 

It is well known that there is an enormous 
loss of heat energy in the production of 
steam. Not only is much of it radiated 
from the boiler and engine, but a great per- 
centage escapes up the chimney without 
having done useful work. But a small por- 
tion of the heat expended in raising the 
steam from water to vapor of the desired 
temperature is effective in causing the 
movement of the piston in the cylinder. 
The water has to be warmed up about 1,000 
degrees before it becomes steam at low 
pressure, and not all of the heat communi- 
cated in excess of that is available, even by 
the use of the compound cylinder. Then 
there is the loss by friction of the machinery 
which could be dispensed with if the energy 
could be obtained directly without having 
to produce steam. 

It is claimed that Borchers’ battery has 
delivered in available form three times as 
much energy as can be obtained from the 
Same quantity of fuel when used for the 
production of steam in the most economical 
manner known, and that at no time has it 
delivered léss than twice asmuch. It seems 
capable of trebling the effective value of the 
coal used, and doubles that value under the 
least favorable circumstances of trial thus 
far. In other words, it makes one ton of 
fuel do the work that hitherto has taken 
not less than two tons to accomplish a stat- 
ed result, and promises even a greater econ- 
omy in the employment of fuel for the evo- 
lution of power into a form which can be 
directly applied by man for the turning of 
machinery and the production of warmth 
and light. 

If there be no mistake about this an- 
nouncement it will not be many years before 
the steam boiler is entirely abandoned as 
too expensive and cumbrous a means of 
obtaining power for the various uses want- 
ed in the factory and workshop, and in the 
private dwelling. Of course somebody will 
get a big profit out of the introduction 
of the new process, but immediately there 
must be a substantial reduction in the ex- 
pense of power to the consumer, and ulti- 
mately it will cost him only half or less 
than half of what he now pays for it per 
unit. Besides this the resident in the city 
and its suburbs of the near future will have 
the inestimable advantage of exemption 
from the present annoyance of smoke and 
ashes in the building and on the street.

As matters now stand our own country- 
women will not engage in domestic work. 
They dislike it, regarding it ag socially de- 
grading and limiting their personal freedom. 
It is left almost entirely to foreigners, and as 
they become Americanized they also look 
down upon it. Congequently these young 
women crowd into the shops and factories, 
keep down wages, and swell the ranks of the 
overworked and wretched till perhaps mis- 
ery presses them still lower into moral deg- 
radation and ruin. The conscientious hoyse- 
wife owes it to her sex and to society in gen- 
eral not less than to herself to do what she 
can to change this tendency by brightening 
and sweetening her own home and seeing 
that no girl ever passes through it without 
learning something useful, without seeing 
housework respected, or without the glow of 
a. kindly interest and the influence of a 
right view of life and its duties. 


DESTRUCTION OF THE BIRDS. 

If masculine greed and cruelty and fem- 
inine vanity and thoughtlessness are not in 
the same manner restrained or punished it is 
only a question of time, and very short time 
at that, how soon the earth will lose its birds. 
Recently the Seattle Argus called attention 
to the danger of the utter extermination of 
game birds by the destruction of their eggs 
on the Alaska breeding grounds. Ducks, 
geese, swans, and other migratory birds 
seek the low lands along the Yukon River 
for their nesting places. The egg-hunters 
gather their eggs by millions in these as well 
as in other localities in Southwestern Alaska 
where the birds resort and sell them for the 
purpose of manufacturing egg albumen, a 
commercial article. The destruction of these 
millions of eggs every spring and summer nat- 
urally is rapidly reducing the number of 
game birds, and the flocks every year grow 
smaller and smaller. Senator M@tchell of 
Oregon introduced a bill at the last session 
of Congress for the protection of these game 
birds, but of course it did not come to vote 
and it probably never will. The game birds 
will share the fate of the four-footed game, 
grow fewer every year and finally disappear 
altogether. When one remembers that thirty 
years ago the skies were almost darkened by 
flights of pigeons across Indiana and Illinois 
and that branches of trees were broken by 
their weight and numbers and that the er 
day a wild pigeon shot in Southern Ind 
was regarded as rare a curiosity as a white 
blackbird it can be realized how rapidly 
game birds are disappearing. The game 
birds which are not migratory are also 
hunted down in spite of game laws and every 
year grow scarcer and dearer in the mar- 
kets. If nothing is done to protect the mi- 


game birds. The greed of gain will end their 
existence. 

The destruction of game birds, however, 
is small as compared with the slaughter of 
the handsome plumaged birds to gratify 
female vanity and satisfy the demands of 
fashion. Take a single instance by way of 
illustration and from that learn all. The 
plumes of the bird of paradise are in great 
demand for female adornment.

INDUSTRIAL AND BUSINESS WOMEN. 
‘The authoritative position of the Hon. 
Carroll D. Wright as a student of social 
life gives a special value to his study of 
woman in industrial and mercantile life, as 
presented by him last week at the School cf 
Applied Ethics. Reviewing the history of his 
subject he noted that back of 1860 or there- 
abouts industrial fields were very limited. 
Harriet Martineau, after her, visit to Amer- 
ica in 1840, related that she found but seven 
‘employments open to women—teaching, 
J needlework, keeping boarders, washing in 
cotton mills, typesetting, work in book 

and household service. Today 
it would be impossible to name the number 
of openings in every phase of remunerative 
employment, while the statistics of women 
yage-earners (for example in Massachu- 
setts in 1885 there were 112,762 women to 

281,522 men in all employments) show how 
thoroughly woman has broken out of in-

Gen. Taylor, who had never 
meddled in politics, was given the command 
of the Army of the Rio Grande. After he 
had won the brilliant victories of Palo Alto 
and Resaca de la Palma the Whigs began 
talking of him as their next Presidential 
candidate. Polk did not mean to run again, 
but he scented danger to the party, and his 
diary abounds from that time on with dis- 
paraging references to old Rough and Ready. 
Polk could not well avoid putting Scott in 
command of the forces operating against 
the City of Mexico, because, although he 
was a Whig, he was the ranking officer of 
the army, but as soon as he could get a 


chance after the capture of the city he re- 


lieved him from command and handed the 
army over to a Democrat. Scott was not an 
easy man, to get along with, but Polk's dis- 
like for him seems to have been due chiefly 
to his Whig politics. But even more than a 
» Whig he hated a bolting Democrat. He says 
of Martin Van Buren after he had accepted 
the Free Soil nomination in 1848: “He is the 
most fallen man I have ever known.“ When 
Prince John Van Buren, a brilliant and ac- 
complished gentleman, was at Washington 
he would not allow him to be invited to the 
President’s dinners. 

Sometimes Polk’s judgment of men was 
accurate, Of Buchanan, who was his Sec- 
retary of State, he says: He is in small

DUTY TO DOMESTIC “ HELP.” 
A thoughtful writer in one of our maga- 


zines raises the question why so many wom- 


en prefer the dangers of employment behind 
a counter or in a factory to domestic “‘servi- 
tude,” and suggests that it is the duty of 
housekeepers to make the latter more at- 
tractive than it is in a great number of 
cases. Of course women find food and shel- 
ter in domestic service, better food probably 
than they ever had before and plenty of it, 
comfortable beds, and rooms often as good 
as those of the children of the family. But 
a cook has it in her power to make the other 
‘servants uncomfortable by refusing to take 
the trouble to prepare an attractive meal for 
them, and the head of the household ought 
to be on the watch for this possible discom- 
fort. Then women who have risen at 6 
o’clock or earlier should not have to wait 
till 9 before they eat their breakfast, and 
whenever possible each girl should be pro- 
vided with a separate sleeping-room, or, if 
that be not attainable, the one room ought 
to be furnished with separate beds, wash- 
stands, and bureaus. “ Enforced close 
companionship during sleep and at meals is 
often one of the greatest trials of a house 
servant's life.“ 

Enforced drudgery through all the waking 
hours is unfair, as it is unnecessary. It should

Among the “Letters from the People” 
there is one of great interest signed High 
Private and written by asoldier of the 
Fourth Army Corps, stationed at Chalmette, 
near New Orleans. He evidently wanted to 
go home: 

We claim that our department was the first 
one clear of the enemy. war was ended 
in the Department of the Cumberland on the 
16th day of December, 1864, and we have 
not seen the face of a foeman nor heard the 
sound of a hostile shot from that day to thie, 
We have lain idiy in camp for over six months 


past. a 
Like a sword laid by 
To eat into itself and rust ingloriously. 

Six months since we saw the last face of a 
foeman!and no hope of our emancipation 
yet! What other corps hus been retained at 
campand garrison duty six months after 
fighting their last battle and then trans- 
ferred from one department to another 
to lie round in soulrusting inactiv- 
ity for many months more? And 
this, too, men raised to put down the revel- 
lion, and for no other purpose whatever. 
The rebellion is put down,” and if justice 
were done us we would be mustered out. But 
no, we must be dragged to the Southwest to 
brave the hot and unhealthy months of July 
and August, with water to use about equal to 
the Chicago River or that of the Anderson. 
ville prison. But let hone of our kind friends 
be frightened, what there is left of the Fourth 
Corps is not of tender growth, and by and 
by we shall nearly all of us return to our 

mes. But it is a shame that our soldiers 
should be so treated as to leave the service 

grieved, and remember it only with hate. 
They have been too good to their country, 
and too terrible to their-enemies, But 
enough! 

We are demoralized are we? Yes, we are, 
even so. But we can tell you there was a 
time when we were not demoralized—when 
there was an enemy in the field. When the 
enemy had possession in Tennessee, Ken- 
tucky, and Missouri, and the war roiled 
over even into Pennsylvania—we were not 
demoralized then. We were under fire in the 
Atlanta campaign 100 days, every day, but 
we were not demoralized then. At Chatta- 
nooga, when surrounded by the enemy on ev- 
ery hand and all communications cut off, 
when the famine wolf giared on us, when we 
dug up corn the mules had stamped under 
their feet, washed the mud and manure from 
it, roasted it, and did eat thereof—we were 
not demoralized then. But there comes a 
time when a man’s burdens are greater than 
he can bear, and we succumb, We lay at 
Camp Harker, Nashville, fifty-one days, cost 
the government over half a million of dollars, 
and did not do one penny’s worth of service, 
All that the soldiers did was to discuss the 
probabilities of their being mustered out. 

Army of the Tennessee was more fortu- 

nate. The order for mustering out had been 

iven, and here are the closing sentences of 

ohn A. Logan’s farewell address dated July 
13, 1865: 

Four years have you struggled in the 
bloodiest and most destructive war that ever 
drenched the earth with human gore, Ste 
by step you have borne our standard, unti 
today—over every fortress and arsenal that 
rebellion had wrenched from us, and over 
city, town, and hamlet, from the lakes to the 
guif, and from ocean to ocean, proudly floats 
the Starry Emblem” of our national unity 
and strength, . . . In relinquishing the 
implements of war for those of peace let 
your conduct ever ve that of warriofs in time 
of war and peaceful citizens in time of peace. 
Let not the luster of that bright name that 
you have won as soldiers be dimmed by any 
improper act as citizens, but as time rolis on 
02 ‘hes record grow-brighter and brighter 
Still. 

But the best part of the paper remains to 
be considered—its editorial columns. Thirty 
years ago Tue CutcaGco Trrune was a de- 
fender of truth of which any city might weil 
be proud.

The complaint alleges that a few even- 
ings ago one of Mrs. Woencke’s women 
boarders: was badly frightened by the sight 
of students carrying up a cadaver. Previous 
to this many queer things had been seen in 
the same room, and Mrs. Woencke made up 
her mind to invoke the aid of Isham & Pren- 
tice in stopping the unsightly performances, 
and the charges made to the City Health 
Department was the result. 

When a reporter for Tun TRIBUNE called 
at the school yesterday he was conducted 
through the building by Prof. Hoffmafi and 
a close inspection was made, especially of 
the terrible operating room, in which the 
students carry on so. This is a small apart- 
ment containing a glass-topped dissecting 
table, a stationary wash basin, and closets 
for surgical instruments. Dust nearly half 
an inch in thickness overspread everything 
in the room and gave mute evidence to the 
truth of Prof. Hoffman’s assertion that there 
had been no dissections or operations there 
for months. There was no unpleasant odor 
of any sort and no sign of cadavers, either 
whole or in parts. After the inspection 
Prof. Hoffman said: 

The class was dismissed for the summer 
in March, and there have been no clinics or 
operations here since, save in one in- 
stance, early in June, when I made 
an incision in a patient's throat. 
I use the word patient in its ordi- 
nary sense because this is a free dispensary 
and a hospital as well as a medical school. 
There has never, so far as I know, been but 
one complaint against us, and that was in 
September last. In ourdecture-room, on the 
ground floor, is a skeleton, and people in 
the Hotel Ayers, across the way, requested 
us — the blinds closed so they could not 
see g 


Had the Blinds Closed. 

“I might, with propriety, have told them 
they did not have to look into our windows, 
but the easiest way is the best, and so I had 
the blinds closed.

I cannot account for what 
the neighbors say they have seen unless 
there are spooks at work. ‘Spooks’ is not a 
good word, either.

Efforts to interview Mrs. Woencke or to 
find any one about the house willing to retell 
the terrible story were unavailing. The big 
place was locked and barred tight, but four 
pulls at the bell handle brought to the door 
a young man who said the name of the mis- 
tress of the establishment was Mrs. 
Woencke and she had gone out marketing. 
Did he know anything about the medical 
school next door? Not a thing except that 
he had heard people in the house say it was 
a nuisance, but for why he didn’t know. 
Mrs. Woencke might be back in an hour and 
perhaps she would be willing to talk. But 
Mrs. Woencke came not or if she did it was 
with an order to bar the door against all re- 
porters, for repeated rings of the bell an 
hour later failed to bring a response of any 
kind. 

On the corner of Elizabeth street, in the 
shade of a big tree, stood a solitary police- 
man, and to him the reporter went for fur- 
ther information. The man had never 
heard of any complaints about the school, 
and was indifferent "pa the possibility of 
spooks was mentioned.

The testing laboratory is the home of all the

prove the effectiveness of the first test and to 
corroborate his conc.usion, the tester then 
thoroughly wets the same pile. The surface 
is permitted to dry, forminga skin over 
the dough. This brings out the color better 
than any other test, and any other discrep- 
aney in the new flour is made more apparent. 
Whi.e mixing, the expert gets a knowiedge of 
the strength of the flour by pulling over 
the dough—i. e.: breaking it erosswise and 
oom paring its cohesive strength with that of 
the standard grade. 

Still another similar test is by the doughing 
process. This is in use in large baking estab- 
lishments as weil as in the iaboratory of the 
flour mill. By it the strength of flour in 
giuten is established, Flour is mixed with 
water oy to certain estab.ished pro- 
portions. It a flour requires more water than 
another brand it is a sure indication it is that 
much ficher in gluten. And for the baker it 
is the brand to be purchased, a greater num- 
ber of pound loaves to the barrel being possi- 
ble. An instance: Spring wheat is famous 
the world over for its giutinous qualities. 
Compared with a barrel of winter wheat 
flour from fort, to sixty pounds mere of 
bread with the same nutritive value per 
pound can be manufactured from a barrel of 
spring Wheat. The reason i- obvious. Gluten 
absorbs water in proportion to its strength. 
By observation the tester is pared to tell 
with great exactness whether the standard of 
a patent or baker’s grade is being muin- 
tained in the amount of gluten it contains

HE woman whom nature has blessed 
with much hair is in one respect at a 
disadvantage compared with the wom- 
an who has little; she must visit the 
hait-dressing establishments to have her hair 


effectually shampooed. These places look 


enticing from the outside, with their charm- 
ing waxen ladies displaying the most beauti- 
fully dressed heads of gold, brown, and black 
bair. Even the smiling lady whose hirsute 
adornment is snowy white has otherwise not 
a sign of age; her complexion is as smooth 
and rosy as that of the curly young bionde be- 
side her. It is na wonder that our poor friend, 
who has struggled with her hair over the bath- 
room washbowl, with her mother’s or sister’s 
assistance, is beguiled into trying how it will 
work to have it washed down-town. 

The shower-room, with its hundreds of 
switches, and waves, and bangs, its tempting 
counter of. hair-restorers, and dyes, and 
dandruff cures, its alcohol stoves for heating 
crimpers at twice the price asked elsewhere, 
in less ** exclusive ’’ establishments, its many 
varieties of curling irons and tongs; above all 
with its haughty salesiadies, whose heads of 
haif are exactiy like thore in the window—this 
show. room is an enticing affair. But when 
our friend has given herself into the hands 
of one of these superior creatures, whose 
glossy locks make her own seem abomin- 
ably rough and unkept, she finds as 
she goes to the back of the store that the 
glitter and glamour vanish and that shabby 
cafpets, worn oilcloths, dirty pincushions, 
half-dressed wigs on faceless heads, and in 
general an utter lack of comfort, beauty, or 
even order, takes the place of the spiéndor 
without. Her attendant is the most indiffer- 
ent creature imaginable. With an air of 
lofty condescension she ties around her vic- 
tim a long gingham apron. She holds con- 
vervations over the partitions with her fellow 
% salesladies,” and does not hesitate to leave 
her he:ple-s customer bending over the wash- 
bow! with her face buried in a wet and soapy 
towel, while she answers a mysterious knock 
at the door. She is plentifully supplied with 
water and bottles of sham poo, and her fingers 
are skillful, but she herself is more haughty 
and indifferent than a hotel-clerk, and this 
attitude of hers is particularly hard 
to bear, when one cannot summon up 
any dignity onesself, in one’s dripping 
and unloveiy condition, but is compelled to 
make many comparisons in the toilet mirror 
between the drenched creature, with stringy 
hair drawn back from an absolutely un- 
decorated face, and the emooth, shining, well- 
groomed attendant in her peat clothes‘ and 

retty coiffure. The result is always a sud- 
heh acces ion of the good, old, little prac- 
ticed virtue of meekness. 

If, however, she decides to have her hair 
dressed, she bas another enlightening experi- 
ence. if her hair is heavy it is too heavy and 
must be cut out before it can be dressed ac- 
ceptabiy. If it is thin she must buy a awitch. 
In either case she goes home a humbier, 
poorer woman, with an uonatural-looking 
head of dry, flya way hair, which refuses to 
stay where it is put for a week after its de- 
morgiizing experience. 

re is. however, not much that can be 
said to comfort the woman with plenty of 
hair, except this, that with proper care she 
may make this cruciai experience a good deal 
more infrequent than she wiil care to confess 
publicly. It does not sound tidy to say in a 
teminine circle that you only wash your hair 
once in three munths, when your friends 
whose only chance for iooks is that they keep 
their thin locks fluffy and dry, are making a 
virtue of necessity and boasting of a weekly 
shampoo; but you may have the courage of 
your convictions and, like him of ancient 
fame, who refused to come out from under 
the bed while he had the spirit of a man, keep 
still and change the topic when it threatens 
to come your way. If you brush your 
hair every night to remove the dust; if you 
occasionally comb it with a fine comb, taking 
Care not to scrape the scalp, and if you rub 
thoroughly into the roota once a fortnight 
some quinine air tonic your scalp will be as 
white as your ablutionary friend’s and a good 
deal freer from dandruff. In hot seatner, 
when perspiration makes one feel unpleas- 
aht, a little dry, fine powder brushed 
through the hair will cleanse and sweeten it. 
The velvet skin and other preparations of 
soapstone powders with boracic acid are ex- 
llent for this purpose. The hair should be 
shaken loose about the shoulders and well 
dried in the sun and wind before applying the 
powder. ‘ 

And let the woman with scanty hair beware 
how she abuses her privilege of easy sham- 

o, especially if she takes it down-town. 

his womac is especially liable to dandruff, 
which shows badiy in her thin hair. Too 
much shampooing aggravates this difficulity 
Especially let her avoid ammonia, and am- 
monia is contained in every ove of the down- 
town shampoos, asa sniff of the bottle will 
convince ber. / 

A celebrated hair specialist in New York 
claims that dandruff i- contagious, and that 
the most frequent source vf infection is tne 
comb used by the barber or hairdresser. Sire 
advises her patients to take their own combs 
with them to the tensorial artist. 
This is an especially wise provision 
in the case of children. When 
the little ones are afflicted with dandruff the 
head should be well aaointed with olive oil, 
glycerine, or vaseline beiore retiring at night, 
and in the morning well washed with warm 
water and soap. Strong soap, but pure, 
should be used for this purpose, and a derma- 
tolog.st recommends as au elegant prepara- 
tion a mixture of thirty grains of sapo viri- 
dis with twenty grains of cologue water. 
After this treatment a mixture of, bay rum 
and glycerine, equal parts, may be Popiied to 
prevent the skin from again becoming dry 
und harsh. This treatment applies, of course, 
equaily to adults. Afterwardy an infusion of 
saponaria bark, which any good druggist can 
prepare, should be applied morning and even- 
ing. Should this fall try a lotion made of a 
tenth of a grain of corrosive mercury put in 
fifty grains of distilied water. Neither of 
these preparations is oily or disagreeabie to 
use, and both are recommended by an emi- 
nent speciaiist, 

ere is one trouble common among chil- 
dren, and not altogether unknown to adu:ta, 
especially those in immediate contact with 
children. I mean the presenee in the bair of 
an abominable little creature known to sci- 
ence as pediculus capitis. The anointing 
recommended ior dandruff is also useful in 
this affliction. It is said that the creature 
breathes through its body, ana that when the 
Lores are stopped with oii plentitully applied 
the thing dies, and so does the nit, which like- 
wise must have air in order to live. For this 
purpose kerusene oil, so often employed, is 
not efficacious, but bear’s grease, or goose 
grease, or any of the heavier otis, is, becau-e, 
as you can see, it is more suffocating. The 
child will have to retire from public view for 
twenty-four hours in his unctuous condition, 
but after a good washing and com bing with a 
fine comb wi'l §nd himself free of his plague. 
For children with long hair who 
might find this treatment difficuit there 
is the tincture of larkspur, A teaspoonful 
of this should be put into a small half cup of 
water and combed thoroughiy through the 
hair night and morning ivr several days. 
Care should be taken not to get the larkspur 
iuto the eyes, but upon the head it is entirely 
barmiess.

Skin“ as the last ditch for the improvi- 

dent in the struggle for existence, a few 
months of hospital life is, . unique and in 
some respects a fatcinatmg ‘experience, 
Especially is this true of such a hospital as 
St. Luke’s, which is at onée free and private, 
where the rich and the poor, if they don't 
meet together, are within the walls of the 
same building, aud it is recugnized by the 
management that the Lord is the maker of 
them all. k 

This hospital, as are hospitals in general, is 
a world in itself, ciosely connected with the 
worid about it, not only by the ills and ac2i- 
dents to which humanity is subject, but by 
somewhat peculiar social ties. In this last re- 
spect St. Luke’s is somewhat exceptional. 
Here the most menial services for the sick, as 
weil-as the most delicate and difficult, are 
quite as likely as otherwise to be performed 
by a young woman whose home is on one of 
the fashionabie avenues and whose name is 
weil known in gocial circles. The Blue 
Cross”’ nucses are under the especial patron. 
age of women of wealth and social standing, 
and it is quite common for their daughters 
and their friends to enter the St, 
Luke’s trainmg school and take the 
| two years’ course, which, if all the examina- 
tions are successfully 
student toa diploma, Prince and pauper 
alike are cared for by these nurses of he 
degree, for there is no. discrimination. Eac 
nurse in the school mustspend a certain num- 
ber of months in the free wards, where it is 
often their duty to come in contact with and 
minister to persons of all conditions. To the 
novitiate these duties are often unpleasant. - 

The young women who are in St. Luke’s 
training school who do not propose to make 
nur-ing a profession are there, as a rule, that 
they may become able to minister with intel- 
ligence not only to the sic. in their own fam- 
ies but to those who are not able to pay for 
the services ofatrained rurse. There is at 
the present time a young woman in this hos- 
pital training school whose father is a man of 
wealth and whose home is on one 
of the handsomest. thoroughfares of the 
South Side, who is carrying out a 
determination she formed when she wasa 
girl. She anda Chicagu bank President's 
daughter were constant companions and they 
resoived to study together to be trained 
purses when they were od enough. The 
banker’s daughter did not live to be her 
triend's companion in the training schooi for 
nursés, but this did not deter her, and after 
graduating from a fashionable Eastern school 
she became one of the forty-two young wom- 
en who make the corps of nurses at St. Luke’s. 
Having put her hand to the plow she neither 
turns nor looks back, but is exceptionaliy 
faithful and © earnest. However, it would be 
incorrect to cone.ude that thé life of a 
nurse is without its aiurementsa, First 
of all, it includes the work that 
is a means of happiness and the 
change of work that is a means of rest. Then 
there is a constant ripple of excitement from 
morning until night and from night until 
morning again, for many of the casua.ties of 
the city are brought to St. Luke’s; which is 
so conveniently situated to receive the vic- 
tims of acc.dents. Again after a very short 
time a nurse becomes interested in the vari- 
ous cases frum‘a ecientitic point of view, and 
the different operations and illnesses which 
come under her vbservation are alone euffici- 
ent to render her life interesting. © at- 
tractions and the fact that the Blue Cross” 
nurses are alwaysin demand make the St. 
Luke's training school popular and although 
there are accommodations for less than 50 
nurses there are over 800 applications yearly. 

Since Miss Hutchinson.ana her assistant, 
Miss Woodward, both of whem had their 
training in Bellevue Hospitai, New York, 
have had charge of the school a high standard 
is rigidly maintained, and a young Woman 
to enter the school must not oaks have a good 
moral character and tne equivalent of a high- 
school education, but she must possess that 
combination of qualities which make upa 
wel:-poisei, forceful woman. It che is admit- 
ted and found wanting she gets, at the end of 
the first three months, not a cap, which at the 
end of that time is given to those permanent- 
ly admitted, but a quiet dismissal. 

A hospital i- about tne last place where one 
wou.d expect to finda fashionable fad, yet 
one of ine very latest fancies of women of 
leisure is to come to tne hospital to see 
famous phystcians perform operations. Of 
course, special permission must be obtained 
which makes the privilege exclusive and 
therefore tue more fashionable, And really 
an operating room is not without its attrac- 
tions, to say nothing of the wonders of some 
of the more recent aemevements of surgery. 

It may safely be as«umed thatin all Chicago 
there is no cleaner piace than the operating 
rooms of hospitals. It is a saying of one of 
Chicago’s famous éurgeons that “ nothing is 
clean that can be made c.eaner,”’ and it is ex- 
pected that everything in and about the roo.n 
is aseptic, that is, absolutely free of those 
germs that are now known to be the cause of 
d.sease. The walls are such as can be washed, 
and in fact there is nothing in or about tne 
room which cannot be, and is not, theroughly 
cieansed every day. Wheoan operation is 
about to be performed the room presents a 
really picturesque appearance. 

At St. Luke's all ine opefating rooms are 
on the lake side, and out through the big 
window, which occupies one whoie side of the 
apartment, is the broad expanse of water. 
Above the plate-g ass table on which the 
patient is to be piaced is a skylight. The 
surgical nurses in their spotiess gowns and 
Caps are scruvbing their hands in green soap 
preparatory to, at the last moment, dipping 
them in a disinfecting solution. Lhe: operat- 
ing physician, robed Meet throat to feet in a 
white garment which is specially prepared 
for each operation, having completed his 
preparations, stands grave and silent Waitt 
for the patient tu be brought in. On hu bea 
is a turban as white as his robe, for he must 
provide against a mote from his hair fallmg 
into the wound he is about to make, which 
would be pretty certain to infect it. 

The newiy graduated doctor, who is getting 
his hospital experience, known as an interne, 
is at hand to render sucn assistance as is neces- 
sary and leurn by observation. The third doc- 
tor sdministers the anmsthetic. The observers 
are piaced outside the circle of those assisting 
in the operation. where they can see, and when 
the patient is quite unconscious the operating 
surgeon, with steady, gkiliful hand, cuts into 
the flesh as if it were nothing more than a bit 
of paper. Close about him are the nurses. 
The one nearest him devotes herself to wip- 
ing away the perspiration from his ‘ace, for, 
quiet and self-contained as he seems, he realizes 
he has a human lite on his hands, and is not 
really as caim as he appears; and, besides 
this, he works as rapidiy as possible. Even 
so, he is often an hour and more petforming 
an operation. 

Prov. ding one is indifferent to the odor of 
the angsthetic, can forget that life js being 
jeopordized, and that, ii lite is spared, 4 
suffering must follow the awakening of the 
patient to consciousness, a surgica! operation, 
as it as performed in a hospital, certainly is of 
uncommon and abserbmg interest.

As has been said a hospital is a world with. 
in itself, and what would any world be, even 
a hospital world, without its romances? A 
few weeks ago a young woman was b ht 
to St. Luke’s whose whole scaip and the skia 
of the forehead had been torn off by the ma- 
ebinery of the laundry in which she worked. 
In treating this dread/ul wound it was neces- 
sary to transplant a great deal of skin, 
Where to get it became a crucial question, as 
the patient was not in a condition to have it 
taken from other parts of her body, Every 
evening a young man, who had beep very 
devoted to her before her accident, came to 
see her. When he was told that the success- 


“ful cure of his love depended on getting skin 


to transplant about her head and face, he im- 
mediately offered as much of his cuticlé as 
was needed for the purpose, and his offer was 
eagerly, if not very thank fully, accepted; for, 
truth to say, the young woman did not re- 
return her iover’s affection. Without flinching 
the young man gave up strip after strip of his 
skin which was successfully transplanted and 
became a part of the woman he loved. Nor 
was thisali, although she was much disfigured, 
and it would always be necessary for her to 
wear a wig, his loyalty was not shaken. 
In fact the 
seemed to incite tenderness and faith- 
fuiness on his part. There is a great 
deal written and sung of the devotion 
of women under trying circumstances, ‘but 
little or nothing of this sort is signalized in 
regard to men, but this swain exhibited such 
unchanging and unselfish affection aud selt- 
abnegation as is recorded of few women, if, 
indeed, of any. 

Speaking of transplanting skin, a man who 
wasin need of rather a large piece fora 
wound which could not well be maraged in 
any other way pleaded with every one who 
came near h.m to let him have a piece of his 
skin.

full-fleaged rector. However, he was suffi- 
ciently moved to seek some one who was 
willing to be partially skinned. A young 
man employed about the hospital who was 
about to be married, and therefore was in 
need of as much money as he could com- 
mand, was rather pleased to sell $10 worth 
olf skin, and the young assistant was relieved 
of any conscious scruples as to his responsi- 
bility in the mutter of his duty to his fellow. 
man who needed a skin patch. 

Although one hears and sees. many inter- 
esting things during a stay of a month or two 
at St. Luke’s Hospital he knows next to noth.

Raffaelli Gives Some of His American Im- 
pressions to an Interviewer, 
[Translated from the Paris Journal.] 

J. F. Raffaéili has just returned from a five 
months’ visit in America. During that time 
he has made Les Americains et les Amer: 
icaines”’ of New York, Philadelphia, Chica. 
go, and Boston the pretext for a very admira- 
b.e intellectual exaltamon. More than 700 
articles were published on our great Paris 
artist. He was, in tact, the lion of the day. 
At first Raffaélli intended’ to simply spend a 
few days in New York, where, at the instance 
of the American Art Association, he was to or- 
ganize and open an exhibition of his own 
works, This exhibition proved sucha suc- 
ces that Uncie Sam, fired with enthusiasm, 
prevailed upon Raffaélli to favor the other im- 
portant cities of that great country. Making 
his adieua to A. A. of. New York, the 
master proceeded to exhibit at the Academy 
of Fine Arts in Philadeiphia, at the Chicago 
Art Institute, and at the Museum of Fine Arts 
in Boston. :

The latest fad in monumental inscrip- 
tion—merely the name and dates—immedi- 
ately commends itself as infinitely preferable 
to inelegant whimsicalities. 

After all, silence, even on a tombstone, is

For more than two weeks he has been fol- 
lowed hy hundreds wherever he has gone. 
Today a constant stream of people passes be- 
fore him praying that he touch their hands. 
Blind, deaf, and halt are led or carried to 
him; women with tiny babes bring them to 
him to be healed of ailments real or imagi- 
nary; old, middle-aged, young, ignorant, and 
educated Mexicans, Americans of the highest 
standing in the community visit him at the 
lowly homes he most frequents or in the 
homes of the rich and prominent, in which he 
is a welcome guest. Great lines of carriages 
and wagous and saddle horses stand before 
every hous@the enters; the owners, drivers, or 
riders have come for him to take him to the 
home of some one who is suffering. Each and 
all, high or lowly, he treats the same, and 
from no one will he take a cent for the ser- 
vices he has performed, though money is re- 
peatedly pressed upon him. For all he has 
the samo kindiy greeting, the same kindly 
treatment. 

Stories of his cures are beyond belief. 
Many of them have been investigated, and 
now even the most incredulous is willing to ad- 
mit the man is doing many men good and no 
man harm—that he is honest in his éndeavors 
to aid suffering humanity and consistent in 
his actions. As to whence comes his power 
opinions differ. Among the Mexicans few 
doubt it comes direct from heaven; among 
the Americana it is attributed to animal mag- 
netism and the principles upon which the 
Christian Science doctrine is founded.

of the thirteen persons who are employed 
at the “home station,” or station depart- 
ment of the main building, nor the salaries 
of the keepers of the reading rooms, who 
are paid differently from the stationkeepers. 

The stationkeepers are remunerat on 
what is known as the “Bundy system,“ 
which is a species of sliding scale. For the 
first three months of his labor the station- 
keeper receives no pay whatever, and if, at 
the end of that time, it seems that the sta- 
tion is not needed it is withdrawn; but if the 
circulation list has reached 500 the keeper is 
paid $10. After that he receives $2 forevery 
additional hundred until he handles a thou- 
sand monthly, after which $1 extra is al- 
lowed for each fresh hundred of books.. All 
the stations together handle from 1,500 to 
1,600 books upon an average day, and the 
work. of transporting these books to and 
from the main library requires the full time 
of one man, whom the library employs for 
this purpose, the services of three assistants, 
and the aid of eight expressmen in the sub- 
urban districts, such as Irving Park, Rog- 
ers Park, and Ravenswood. 

Every time a book is sent out from the 
main station it costs the library something 
like three cents, and each and every volume 
issued goes through an elaborate system of 
checking, both upon leaving and being re- 
turned. Seven persons are detailed to at- 
tend to the merely clerical work of the sta- 
tions and making selections from the lists. 
Two boys are employed to check books, 
which they do steadily from morning until 
night; two more stamp the corresponding 


cards, and there is a clerk whose especial 


duty it is to see that all certificates sent or 
handed in are genuine. Unlike much of the 
other work for which the city pays the 
library work must be done swiftly, and the 
certificate man in particular has no chance 

lag at his task. More opportunity for 
dishonesty is afforded with the station cer- 
tificates which are sent in than with those 
which are signed and prepared at the main 
library, and the library officials have in- 
vented a plan whereby anything of this 
sort can be discovered and circumvented. 
Each person applying for a certificate must 
sign his own and his guarantor’s name in 
the station book, and if upon examination 
the guarantor’s real signature and the one 
signed by the applicant prove to be too sim- 
ilar, or, as frequently happens, precisely 
alike, the application is rejected and a new 
one must be filed. Otto Goldberger, who is 
at the head of the station department, says 
that these “crooked cases“ occur as regu- 
larly as the day itself, and that some per- 
sons have been known to try the same trick 
many times over. In view of the simple re- 
quirements for a guarantor this would seem 
as unnecessary as wrong, but people are ap- 
parently as prone to do this as to dispute a 
fine. 

The system of checking books, both at the 
main library and at the outside stations, is 
such as to preclude mistakes in fining almost 
entirely, and a book can be kept for four- 
teeri days and once renewed for that length 
of time without being liable to a fine, but in 
spite of all this the small sum of 3 cents per 
day for overkept books amounted to $3,500 
in the last year alone. The replacing of lost 
volumes for station use cost the library 
$4,500 during last year, and 412 volumes were 
lost and paid fer during the same time. 
while 200 were worn out. Books which have 
been exposed to contagious diseases are 
either disinfected or burned, and damaged 
books are fixed up again as long as this is in 
any way possible. 

Damaged books are the plague of the sta- 
tion authorities, and the tracing of the of- 
fenders is almost impossible. Even when a 
book is returned in a state which plainly 
shows that it could not have left the library 
in that condition the bofrower is very apt to 
deny that he or she is to blame, and it is the 
same way with fines. Stationkeepers say 
that never yet was found the man, woman, 
or child who would own to the justice of a 
fine incurred, or the right of making good 
harm done to the books borrowed. Cutting 
out leaves, pictures,,and extracts, writing 
remarks, pleasant and otherwise, upon the 
margins, drawing so-called pictures upon 
blank pages, and sticking the leaves to- 
gether with ink, glue, or chewing gum are 
a few of the ways in which books are in- 
jured. Once in a while an offender is caught 
when the book is perfectly new, but this Is 
rare, and only in the worst cases is the dam-

WHO OWNS THE STOCKS? 


Mr. Yerkes Speaks Definitely of Electric Se- 
curities. 

In spite of the definite and straightfor- 
ward statement which President Yerkes 
made in an interview quoted in this column 
two days ago in regard to the ownership of 
the stock of the auxiliary electric companies 
there continues to be some misunderstand- 
ing on that subject. Indeed the statement 
has been made in high financial quarters 
that in spite of what Mr. Yerkes said in that 
interview it will ultimately be found that 
the stocks of these various electric com- 
panies are after all held in trust in some way 
for the benefit of the stockholders of the 
North Chicago and West Chicago cable com- 
panies. Mr. Yerkes was asked yesterday to 
make a statement definite enough to set at 
rest any possible question regarding the 
status of those stocks, 

The stocks in these electric companies are 


owned absolutely by myself and a number 


of other people,” Mr. Yerkes sald. They are 
not held in trust for the Nerth Side and West 
Side Street railroad companies nor for the 
benefit.of the stockholders in those com- 
panies. There is to be no distribution of 
them. There is no reason there should be. 
You may make the statement as broad as 
you choose. There is no sort of outside con- 
nection, no sort of ‘string’ tied to the own- 
ership of those stocks. The people who have 
thought the stocks are held for the benefit 
of the cable companies or the cable stock- 
holders evidently misunderstand the situa- 
tion. I understand that in some quarters 
it has been said the money to build these 
electric lines was advanced by the cable com- 
panies. If that were trpe of course the cable 
companies should have an interest. It is not 
true, however. Every dollar of money to 
build these lines has been advanced by the 
people who are interested in these stocks. 
The cable companies have guaranteed the 
bonds as they might have guaranteed the 
bonds of any other entirely independent 
organization which was in a position to 
bring them traffic. 

‘Tt has been a theory of mine, and one 
which experience in the street railway busi- 
ness has steadily emphasized, that you can 
carry a passenger about so far for five cents 
and no farther. People used to come to me 
repeatedly asking me to build extensions 
and I steadily refused. I told them they 
might build the extensions and we would be 
glad to haul the traffic down-town. After 
awhile some people got together and organ- 
ized the North Shore Electric at a time 
when I was in Europe. When I got back 
and found how strong the people behind the 
enterprise were and found they wanted to 
make an arrangement for the interchange 
of traffic which would permit them to run 
their cars over our tracks to the business 
center I of course declined. It set me think- 
ing, ahd I saw ‘there might be danger in 
making such contracts with companies that 
might not always be friendly. 1 saw that 
these outlying roads must be built and I 
made up my mind that it would be a good 
thing for me to do to build them and a good 
thing for the cable companies to have them 
built and mahaged by friendly hands; that 
is what has been done. I secured control of 
the North Shore enterprise and thén madea 
traffic contract between the two companies 
which has been of much benefit to the cable 
stockholders. We advanced the money to 
build the other electric roads and naturally 
hold the stock. There need be no misunder- 
standing about this situation.” 

Here is a statement that is definite, 
straightforward, and convincing. Mr. 
Yerkes is evidently not juggling with words 
and means exactly what he says. People in- 
terested in the situation can accept as offi- 
cial the statement that these stocks are 
owned absolutely, owned independently of 
any outside connection, by Mr. Yerkes and 
the others who have been associated with 
Him in advancing the money and building the 
lines. . 

„The North Chicago Electr was the only 
one orgunized by our parties. All the other 
companies were orgafiized by others and we 
bought them out.”’

TOLSTOI A MAN OF SHAMS AND DECEIT, 


So Says a Woman Who Was a Governess 
in His Family. . 


An Englishwoman, Mrs. Seuron, for ten 
years a governess in Count Tolstoi’s ‘family, 
will shortly publish a book. containing her 
experiences and memories during thesé years. 
She has not been able to resist the temptation 
to say something in advance of what the book 
will contain, and an Italian journalist, hearing 
of Mra, Seuron’s presence in Rome, hastened 
‘to interview her. Count Tolstoi, says Mrs. 


' Seuron, has published far and wide that he is 
| a vegetarian, both from economy and as an 


exainple to the world. But Countess Tolstoi, 
says Mrs. Seuron, at every meal places a 


Count’s plate, and he with the remerk, “ No, 
I never eat meat, absolutely no meat,” eats 
with great relish everything the Countess 
serves him, and many a time Mrs. Seuron has 
surprised the Count commg from the store- 
house carrying slices of coid meats that he 
eats at his leisure in his own 1 

Mrs. Seuron insists that Count Tolstoi is by 
no means the great saint and reformer- he 
would like the world toconsider him. He 
may possess a benevolent heart and feeling 
towards his fellow-beings, but the Count is a 
miser, and to save is his great passion. 

The poor people on his estate, Ilasnaja-Pol- 
jana, never receive any financial assistance 
from him, and his tenants have in vain 
petitioned him to erect a hospital or 
provide fire apparatus on the estate, 
as is usual custom on all great 
Russian country estates. With advice he 
is very liberal, but as the peasants say: 
„What is the use of his exceiiency reading 
volume after volume to us of things we don’t 
understand. or giving us advice that sounds 
very well but is impracticable ; fine words don't 
fill a hungry stomach.” Tenants on the 
Tolstoi estate pay as high a rent as on other 
| estates and are worked harder than on the 
neighboring estates. 

Count Tolstoi likes to pose as a shining ex- 
ample before his muschiker. Returning 
from Maskva one day with the English print- 
er, Gan, as bis guest, he said to the peasants: 
„% Look! Ihave been in Maskva t days 
and nights with ooly 36 kopek in my pocket 
and most of it I have still in my possession.”’ 
The good peasants did not hear Mr. 
Gan explain to the Countess that 
Toistei had been his guest and that they 
had amused themselves and suffered for noth- 
ing, as somebody else had paid the bills. 

olstoi as a private man is nothing above 
the ordinary. Mean and selfish as an em- 
ployer and in his conduct towards those de- 
pending on him, it is only when his own repu- 
tation as a reformer can be advantageously 
brought before the public that he places his 
theories in practice. 

Mrs. Seuron claims that no private spite or 
disappointment has prompted the baok, and 
that her relations with Count Toistoi’s family 
are and always have been pleasant, and that 
it ig only her inburn English love of fair play 
and justice and her strong detestation of all 
shams that brought the book to light.

gented to the Supreme Court of Illinois. 

A commonly understood riparian rights 
are the* peculiar privileges which the law 
gives to the owner of land bordering upon 


public waters. By public waters in Illinois 
dare meant waters which are in fact navi- 


gable. To be strictly technical, in the legal 
sense, the rights of owners of land border- 
ing on = 0 Michigan, should be termed 
“littoral” rights, for ‘littoral’ more particu- 


Jafly applies to the shore of the ocean, or of 


an inland sea or lake, and “riparian” to the 
banks of a river. But the distinction is not 
closely observed even among lawyers, and 
with them, as in common speech, the term 
riparian rights has become the more generic 


“of the two. It is used in reference either to 


an inland lake or to a navigable river. 

It is well known to all that the basis of our 
law is the common law of England at the 
time the American colonists emigrated to 
this continent. In a recent case. involving 
fiparian rights in the State of Oregon, the 


United States Supreme Court declared that 


the common law of England at that time is 
the law of this country, except in so far as it 
has been modified by ldcal, State, or Fed: 
eral legislation. 8 i 

In Illinois the statute has fixed definitely 


‘the date of the “emigration of our ances- 


tors. It declares that the common law of 
England, so far as the same is applicable 
and of a general nature prior to the fourth 
year of James I. (that is, 1606), shall be con- 
sidered as in full force until repealed by leg- 
islative authority. 

Now, in 1606, in England. the King, as rep- 
resenting the people, owned the soil or bed of 
the sea surrounding the island under tide- 


water. That is, the right of the private jand- 
panes ended entirely at high water mark. 
A disti 


nection was made between tke rights 
of the King and the rights of the King and 
Parliament together; between the ‘fore- 
shore,” or space between high water and 
low water mark, and the soil below the low 
water mark. Thus, the foreshore, or the soil 
between high and-low water mark, might be 
given to individuals by royal grant. That 
land, however, beyond low water mark was 
the property of the realm, and the King could 
make no valid grant of it, although undoubt- 
edly Parliament might dispose of it at its 
pleasure. | 
In the United States it seems to be gener- 
ally conceded that the various States have 
become successors to the rights of the Crown 


and to the rights of Parliament to =. 
, u 


' are nevertheless all subject to the 
rohit of the age Government, ceded to 
it by the United States Constitution. This 
right is to regulate commerce with foreign 
nations and among the several States, and 
to make all laws which shall be necessary 


and proper for carrying into execution that 
85 power.

Barly in the legal history of Illinois the 
W came up as to whether riparian 
owners on the Mississippi River owned the 
land to the middle of the stream.

Park Commissioners wanted to buy the land, 
but found the price absolutely prohibitory. 
Real estate men say that its great price is 
largely due to the prospective value of the 
riparian fights. The extension, therefore, 
of Lincoln Park is likely to be prevented 
chiefly because of the speculative value 
placed upon submerged lands by their pres- 
ent claimants. 

But the riparian owner makes still another 
demand. He says that when the State, di- 
rectly or by any agency of its own, estab- 
lishes a new shore line by the intervention 
between the riparian owner and the naviga- 
ble water of some obstruction such as 4 
breakwater or a causeway the State, by the 
same act, invites the riparian owner to build 
out solidly to such new shor? line. Such a 
claim was made several ye go by the 
Roman Catholic Bishop of Chicago and 
maintained in court. For the sake of the 
principle involved in this decision it is re- 
gretted by many citizens and lawyers that 
this case was not carried further and re- 
viewed by a higher court. 

Gen. William Sooy Smith, the civil en- 
gineer of Chicago, is of the opinion that the 
city would suffer if the Supreme Court were 
to decide against the practice of building 
private piers or wharves into the lake. 
Gen. Smith, though not a lawyer, is familiar 
with the riparian right subject, so far as it 
relates to Chicago, he having come into re- 
peated contact with such cases during his 
long career as an engineer inthecity. Forty 
years ago he was employed by the govern- 
ment for engineering work in the Chicago 
Harbor. 

To a representative of THE TRIBUNE ‘he 
said yesterday: 

“IT know little or nathing about the legal 
status of the riparian right question, but 
from the standpoint of an engineer and a 
citizen I cannot see what injury abutting 
land owners on Lake Michigan do when 
they reclaim shoal water from the lake. 
Navigation is not interfered with in the 
least by these piers and wharves. On the 
contrary, the land thus made will event- 
ually prove a benefit to navigation by mak- 
ing the shore a bold one instead of shoal. 
Riparian right owners can afford to be can- 
did with the public on this matter. The 
wharves and piers built into the lake by 
abutting landowners are not for the purpose 
of reaching navigable water, but to make 
land of shallow water that is of no use to 
any -one else. When they purchased the 
land they paid for the right to the pros- 
pective value of the soil beneath the water 
extending to the point of navigability. It 
is their property, and theirs alone, it seems 
to me, by all the usages obtaining in land 
ownership. 

There is no danger of riparian owners ac- 
quiring land in the water deep enough for 
navigation: The littoral current is a nar- 
row one, running along the shore and not 
extending out into the deep water at the out- 
er end of the piers. Eventually the sand 
would fill in, but no private owner could al- 
ford to build piers in twenty feet or more 
of water for the purpose of producing such 
accretion, 

That a pier built into the lake at a right 
angle will cause an accretion of sand north 
of it is tie. The most conspicuous example 
of this is the tract of several acres immedi- 
ately north of the Government Pier at the 
entrance to the harbor. Reclamation of 
land from the lake by private owners does 
not tend to shut the public out from the 
lake-front, as has been claimed. If all the 
shoal water fronting on Chicago were filled 
in the people would own as much frontage 
on the lake as they do today. 

“In my judgment it is very fortunate that 
the Federal Government, controlling the 
basin inside of the breakwater, consents to 
the city filling in a long distance from the 
present shore line for the creation of a 
beautiful Lake-Front Park. I think this 
would be of inestimable value to the city.” 

It is asserted by legal specialists that the 
final adjudication of riparian right contests 
in Illinois will be largely influenced by the 
common law of England in 1606. At that 
time no owner of land bordering upon the 
sea had the right to make a wharf or pier 
or structure of any kind extending below 
high water mark without royal grant, nor a 
pier or wharf extending below low water 
mark without the express consent and au- 
thorization of Parliament.. On the shores of 
Lake Michigan high and low water mark 
are the same in the view of the law. It is 
the point at which, when undisturbed by un- 
usual causes, the water stands. The En- 
glish shore owner of 1606 had the right to 
all “ alluvion,” newly made land caused by 
accretions to the shore by natural means. 
Where the land encroached upon the water 
by gradual and imperceptible degrees from 
natural causes the holding of the shore 
owner was thus enlarged. 

Here is the authority for riparian rights 
as they are known in America. Some writ- 
ers have said that the shore-owners were 
given this natural increase because the law 
does not care about trifles; others that such 
increase is always by so slow degrees thatdt 
can never be clearly proved at any particular 
time where the sea once was. The more rea- 
sonable explanation seems to be that it was 
thought right on account of the possible 
shifting of the shore, that he who is likely 
to lose by the action of the water is entitled 
to the gain as well. 

The riparian owner of 1606 also seems to 
have had the undoubted right te build upon 
his own land, and above high water mark, 
embankments or sea walls, or such construc- 
tions as he pleased, to defend his own land 
from the encroachment of the sea. If these 
defenses caused an increase of land he had 
a right to such increase. It is also declared 
by some legal authorities that by the com- 
mon law of 1606 the riparian owner in En- 
gland had the right of access to the navigu- 
ble water which bordered his land. That 
is to say, the» government could not as 
against him (without exercising the right of 
eminent domain) erect upon the foreshore, 
between his land and navigable water, any- 
thing which would prevent his access there- 
to. These rights, which in the opinion of 
lawyers were the only ones possessed by the 
i gg ä of 1606, are different

While by the decision of 1842 of the Illinois 
Supreme Court all river beds in the State 
are owned by the abutting landowners it is 
not so in, all the States of the Union. In 
Iowa, for example, shore-owners can clain, 
only to high water mark. As to the Missis- 
sippi River, therefore, we have the curious 
spectacle of Illinois farmers owning half- 
Way across the stream, while their Iowa 
neighbors on the opposite shore can claim 
land only to the water's edge.

Bi scenery encountered. Chicago Heights and 
Glen wood are both attractive towns in which 
to spend a couple of hours’ rest in the mid- 
die of a hot summer day, but the Calumet 
River Valley cannot be compared for natural 
beauty with that of the Desplaines River. 

Although the greater number of the cycling 
clubs make the run to Chicago Heights and 
return in a day’s wheeling, yet the average 
rider will scarcely wish to cover so many 
miles in one trip. The most pleasant way to 
see the entire route and yet keep within the 
limits of a thirty-mile run is to take a train 
one way and ride the other awheel. Chicago 
Heights is distant by road almost thirty 
miles from the center of the city and 1s 
reached by.two or three lines of railroad, so 
the conditions are most suitable for foliow- 
ing that method, which makes a pleasant 
Sunday’s jaunt. 
Tho scarcity of trains returning in the after- 
noon Sunday makes it desirable to take the 
railroad on the way out and ride by wheel 
toward Chicago. A train on the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois railroad leaves Polk street 
depot at 8:23 Sunday morning and affords 
the most practicable method of getting to 
Chicago.Heights in the forenoon. The fare 
one way is 60 cents and wheels may be car- 
ried without extra charge in the combination 
car, although the railroad company does not 
check them. By taking this train the wheel - 
man with his wheel will be landed in Chicago 
Heights at 9:42 Sunday mornmg, ready for 
the return trip by road to Chicago.

The question is asked, Is bicycling only a 
fad? The statement is made in print, It is 
only a fad, and once let society tire and it 
will soon die out as did roller skating.“ 

If bicycling is a fad, and that only, it 
means much to investors of millions of dol- 
lars in the manufacturing, millions in the 
retail trade, millions more in business allied 
to the trade or caused to exist by reason of 
it. Let some facts be shown. 


and high front wheel was made in America. 
The next year the output was doubled. In 
addition to this importing began from En- 
gland, where then the finest bicycles were 
bullt. The movement was at first so small 


comparatively that it didn’t attract much 


attention. But the statements of this first 
American firm show that almost every year 
saw a doubling of their business; imports 
increased, new manufacturers entered into 
the field, so that by 1885 bicycles were com- 
mon enough. 

The point is that the pleasures of the ma- 
chine received instant recognition, and with- 
out the aid of society’s patronage the body 
of wheelmen waxed strong. The bicycling 


sport was not of the moment and dependent 


upon a temporary circumstance. 

Then the safety was invented and the 
movement grew faster. It had now become 
tremendous, but its rate of increase was no 
greater than before. But more people take 
notice when 5,000 becomes 10,000 than when 
five becomes ten. Bicycling societies and 
clubs in 1890 had been formed several years, 
but began to gain rapidly in strength and 
in numbers. Society youths began to ride. 
Then middle-aged men and finally every- 
body. Even as late as 1894 the daily press 
paid small attention to bicycling as a social 
thing. Some attention was given to the 
races, that’s all. The growth of an able 
trade press was noticed. In 1895 a paper 
without its quota of bike stuff’’ is sadly 
out of joint with the times. Yet everything 
came to this point by degrees. 

So much for that view of it. Take a look 
at the sporting side of it. In the latter 808 
John 8. Prince rode a mile in 2:36. That 
sounded fast. A 2:40 trotter at that time 
was a common phrase to denote a fast horse. 
People began to wonder if a bicyclist would 
ever be able to go as fast as a trotting horse 
say a mile in 2:15. The high wheel recor 
gradually dropped down into the 20s; then 
the safety came along and it went still lower, 
but the trotting horseman only smiled when 
some bicyclist said: We'll beat the trotting 
record yet.”’ :

saw nothing of its future metropolis, It 
could them have been seen in a very short 
time, for it had but one dwelling—the cabin 
of Point de Saible, the handsome, colossal 
opulent black Prince of the North Division.” 
But when from this initial cabin Chicago had 
spread elegantly northward she found it 
both a pleasure and a duty to givetoa needy 
Street the name of a man who, after having 
served as a preparation with Amherst at 
Louisburg, with Wolfe at Quebec, and with 
Washington at Trenton, had ruled over her 
in an ancestral fashion. 

But there came a time when a Governor of 
the Northwestern Territory really arrived 
in Chicago, and with some pomp and circum- 
Stance. The time was a summer morning 
and the man was Lewis Cass. He was rowed 
up the Chicago River in a birchbark canoe, 
whose forest of oars kept time to the rhythm 
of a Canadian boat song. The visit was both 
of a social and monitory nature. There was 
an Indian scare“ on hand, but out of it the 
Northwest came safely—Indians and every- 
body—thanks to Gov. Cass. It was inevita- 
ble that this man should have his name per- 
A list of his 
public services fully justifies the municipal 
honor: Arrester of the treasonable course 
of Aaron Burr; arraigner of Gen. Hull for 
the infamous surrender of Detroit: a war- 
rior in the battle of the Thames; manager of 
Indian affairs for eighteen years and negoti- 
ator of twenty-two tribal treaties; Secretary 
of War under Andrew Jackson: Minister to 
France; Secretary of State under James Bu- 
chanan—as long as loyalty would allow. 
Verily, he seems to have earned the name of 
an entire city rather than one street! 

With a topographical trick it has of sud- 
denly vanishing, Cass street is given to sur- 
prising the unwary. A woman walking down 
North State was recently accosted in tones 
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AHCHIBALD CLYBOURR, 


of humorous distress by a sister and a 
stranger whose ,face was a study in incre- 
dulity: 
of Cass street? I was walking serenely 
along it a moment ago, and now it has dis- 
appeared from the face of the earth.“ 

The only white man who remained on the 
present site of Chicago during the four 
years following the massacre of 1812 was 
Antoine Ouillemette. This name lives, 
somewhat made over, in the suburban title 
Wilmette. 

Dearborn street commemorates in a direct 
way the fort; but to Henry Dearborn, Secre- 
tary of War when the fort was built, the 
honor must be finally referred. 

Clybourr avenue hands down the name 
and the just dealings of Archibgld Clybourn, 
who came in 1824 from Virginia to the banks 
of the Chicago River. Here he found a wife, 
a comely young woman, who could, when oc- 
casion urged, meet wolves and Indians with 
great heroism. Mr. Clybourn served Chica- 
go as her first constable, and possibly the 
office was not altogether a sinecure. -In ar- 
resting wolves, Indians, and tavern brawlers 


the Archibald Clybourns must have led dur- 


ing their early days a life of harrowing ex- 
citement. 

From the first records Chicago showed a 
desire to make all worthy pioneer names 
immortal, but some patronymics went down 
under lumber yards, and some fell into slips 
—and there was no help for them. 

Astor street holds in aristocratic remem- 
brance that extensive dealer in peltries, 
John Jacob Astor. In 1825 New York, 
through this man, owned more than one- 
half of Chicago's reported property, or the 
round and grasping sum of $5,000, expressed 
in log cabins and prairie mud. 

Distinguished visitors to Chicago fave, as 
a rule, been honored sooner or later by hav- 
ing their light-giving names set upon street 
corners, there to blaze unaided by day and 
to blend by night—according to the era—with 
the radiance of kerosene, gas, or electricity. 

en. Winfield Scott came in 1832 on the 
trail of Black Hawk, and Chicago laid outa 
street for him. And with an impartiality 
one must praise, Black Hawk himself was 
accorded an avenue. This gift of land the 
chieftain deserved, if for no other reason 
than the superb way in which he, a tall, un- 
bending pine, stood before “Old Hickory” 
and said: “You are a man and I am an- 
other.“ 

Daniel Webster came in 1837 to survey 
Chicago from cavernous eyes and a carriage 
drawn by four cream-colored horses. A 
carriage was then an exciting object—but a 
carriage and Daniel Webster! No wonder 
the town went wild. It was but a natural 
sequence to a kingly entrance and a royal 
speech that an admiring municipality should 
have both Webster and Marshfield in its 

t nomenclature. 
“That imperial progress of Webster's stirred 
patriotic pride, but just imagine (if you can) 
the feeling with which Chicago heard the 
crunching roll through unstable streets of 
- earriage—hers and Jean Ba 

Beaubien’s! We read that citizens turned 
to 
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ment of speech or fist ever lured him from 
his barometric melody. By a demand of 
time he crossed another than the Chicago 
River. Ia this Scott-Black Hawk-Webster 
decade, in the year 1834, Charles Fenno 
Hoffman, mud-splashed and otherwise 
travel worn, dismounted at the door of a 
Chicago tavern. And now let not New York 
say that Chicago has not been from infancy 
courteous to Knickerbockers. She was then 
very young, but by no means too young to be 
polite. The founder of the Knickerbocker 
Magazine had not been within the corporate 
limits one hour before he received a hand- 
some invitation to a ball. And what is more 
he accepted the attention—to be much in- 
structed by what he saw and heard. It 
must have been by Some unintentional over- 
sight that a street was not named for him 
the next morhing. 

Harriet Martineau arrived two years later 
on her tour of American exploration. She 
had thought of coming from a Michigan 
town by steamer, but at the last moment 
decided to try a coach ride around the 
southern end of the lake. The boat she 
thus abandoned was wrecked on its way to 
Chicago, and the passengers were obliged 
to stand on a sunken deck for hours in 
water up to their necks. The first thing 
these dripping people did when they reached 
Chicago was to pass a vote of thanks to the 
Captain for the great comfort they had en- 
joyed while on board his vessel. This ac- 
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tion not unaturally impressed Miss Mar- 
tineau. She comments cautiously: Sin- 
gularity may subside.“ She must have felt 
that such adaptability to circumstances, 
such ignoring of trifles, and such uncon- 
querable good-humor argued—if they did 
not “‘subside’’—great things for a city whose 
streets-these people had come to extend. 

Chicago has made it a rule to honor the 
national Executive. The traveler to the 
Union Depot may pause on the Adams street 
bridge, if leisure permits, and profitably 
muse over Chicago’s tardy tribute to Wash- 
inton’s self-satisfied successor. To treat the 
second President as if he had been the sixth 
—and his own son—what laggard justice! 
And to give the cold, elegant, and eloquent 
John Quincy Adams an obscure and cut-up 
street, and to call it Quincy—what scant re- 
snect! What familiarity! 

Chicago has always expected Presidents 
to do their duty, and so when John Tyler 
forsook his party she forsook him, and in- 
dignantly named his street Congress. How 
like one frail mortal, with pets, prejudices, 
and whiffs of temper a cityful of mortals 
can comport itself! 

All the great worthies of American his- 
tory live along Chicago’s busy streets or 
look down from pedestals upon the leisure 
of her parks—La Salle and Lafayette, Ran- 
dolph of Roanoke, and Carroll of Carrollton, 
Benjamin Franklin and Benjamin Rush, 
Daniel Warren and Daniel Boone, Robert 
Fulton and.De. Witt Clinton, Commodore 
Lawrence and Commodore Perry, Clay, Bén- 
ton, and Douglas, and the Union heroes of 
the civil war. 

The great of other.lands are also com- 
memorated by their Chicago compatriots. 
Witness streets bearing the names of Crom- 
well, Bonaparte, and Wellington, of John 


} Sobieski, John Huss, and Kosciusko, over 


whose fall Freedom shrieked. 

It has not been usual to accuse Chicago of 
strong literary instincts, but what shall be 
said of her calling a suburban district 
Cicero and of giving to highways and by- 
ways such titles as Homer, Shakspeare, 
Milton, Addison, Byron, and Dickens—or 
Humboldt, Goethe (laboriously pronounced 
Go-e-the by conscientious car conductors), 
and Schiller? It really does seem as if she 
had at least heard, even before the fire, of 
the great names in literature. 

Col. John Todd, made civil commandant 
of the Illinois Country in 1779, was accorded 
a street in recent years.. His commission 
as Governor, written by Patrick Henry, is 
one of the rare treasures ef the Historical 
Society. 

Among later-day citizens who have streets 
for a memorial are Daniel P. Cook, Chica- 
go’s first representative in Congress: John 
Calhoun, her first editor; Ira Multimore, 
who set up her first steam engine: and Ze- 
bina Eastman, one of the organizers of the 
underground railroad. 

After years of native soil and superhuman 
endurance Chicago tried the unhappy ex- 
periment of plank roads, Mr.. Mahlon D. 
Ogden’s name now distinguishes an avenue 
once styled the Southwestern plank road. 
His name also distinguishes a historic trans- 
action—the purchase of the only slave ever 
sold in a Chicago market. A throng gath- 
ered on Randolph street to witness the in- 
humanity made necessary by law. Mr. Og- 
den paid 25 cents for the trembling black 
man and emancipated him upon the spot. 

The name of Col. Archer, Canal Commis- 
sioner, survives in an avenue. 

Halsted street carries many miles the 
name of a Rhiladelphian who, through W. B. 
Ogden, made large investments in Chicago, 

Cottage Grove avenue commemorates a 
little house which long ago stood solitary in 
a clump of trees far to the gouth. This iso- 
lation fro neighbors and business must 
have had some irksome features, but no 
danger attended it. If savages called at the 
door it was with a friendly “B’jou!” (an 
aboriginal way of saying bon jure), instead 
of the falsetto war-whoop of a little older 
period. 

An avenue perpetuates the name of that 
versatile Chicagoan—editor, orator, Mayor, 
Congressman—known to his time and to his- 
tory as Long John Wentworth.“ 

Conspicuous among other citizens whose 
names have been made guides for Chicago’s 
traffic and travel are the following, known 
for enterprise and benefactions: Messrs. Ar- 
mour, Arnold. Bates, Belden, Bonney, Brad- 
ley, Bryan, Carpenter, Cregier, De Koven, 
Dexter, Egan, Farwell, Fullerton, Gage, 
Gresham, Gross, Hammond, Harmon, 
Hayes, Holden, Honoré, Hoyne, Hubbard, 
Hudson, Hurlbut, Johnson, Jones, Judd, 
Kimball, King, Kohlsaat, Leland, Laflin, 
Larrabee, Mason, Medift, Palmer, Pearson, 
Peck, Pullman, Root, Torrence, Trumbull, 
Ward, Washburn, Washburne, and Will- 


iams. 

‘Thus far Chicago has honored in its street 
extension States and statesmen, Presidents 
and heroes (and hero Presidents), authors 

and inventors, 
all the while im- 
foreign sources of 
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ophers—Mr. Durckeim, for instance—have 
already proclaimed the necessity and utili- 
ty of crime, It is well known that accord- 
ing to Darwinian theories only those in- 
stitutions and organisms survive that do not 
have a special utility for mankind; other- 
wise, selection atrophies and extinguishes 
them. Contrary to the theory of Spencer, 
crime is constantly imereasing, if not in ex- 


) tent, yet in intensity, with the advancement 


of civilization, and IL suppose, therefore, that 
crime must have some useful function. 

In ancient times, and even today among 
peoples of inferior civilization, the most 


horrible crimes appear as political weapons. 
There is even a code—that of Machiavelli, 
of which: Borgia was the champion and 
model—justifying and suggesting a series 
of crimes for political purposes. From the 
„% Council of Ten“ down to the execution of 
the Duc d’Engheim, from the St. Barthelemi 
down to the cruel atrocities in Algiers and 
the outrages of the Americans and Portu- 
guese, who, in order to extinguish the Indi- 
ans, have spread diseases among them, we 
find crime as sovereign ruler in the history 
of the human race. You remember the par- 
liamentary corruptions under Walpole and 
Guizot; the lies and treacheries of Fouché 
and Talleyrand, and quite recently the per- 
secutions against the Jews and the Poles. 
Everywhere we perceive diplomatic hypoc- 
risy, violence, and rapacity against weaker 
nations. Corruption, which would be quali- 
fied as crime in private life, was never con- 
sidered a crime in politics, where its neces- 
sity has been so generally admitted that 
it has become the synonym for parliamenta- 
ry government. Quite recently the scandal- 
ous affairs of Panama and the Banque Rou- 
maine have demonstrated that the morale 
politique is quite different from private 
morals. On the other hand, the Anarchists 
consider crime as a terrain de guerre.“ 

Asad experience has satisfied me that since 
Cavour there has not been.in Italy an hon- 
est Cabinet that could maintain itself in 
power. Whenever there is a majority of 
honest men you ean be certr. that the min- 
| istry will have a very short life, as they will 
not have sufficient energy, or rather astute- 
ness and cynicism, with which to overconie 
parliamentary intrigues. The worst Cabinet 
in Italy was certainly that which was bold 
enough to declare: We will be incompetent 
but honest.” The strange part of this 
posthumous story is that after they had 
stated that they were incapable it was dis- 
covered that they were not quite honest. A 
Cabinet charged with corrupt practices and 
‘notoriously corrupt not only remains in 
power, but dissolves Parliament. Virtue is 
of course highly admired, but despising to 
corrupt and to be corrupt, she exercises less 
influence in human affairs. The virtuous 
man encounters in kings and in the people 
unsurmountable obstacles; consequently 
vice has become quasi a ‘netessity, at 
least among nations inferior mor- 
ality, as, for instance, the Latin. To- 
day the Anglo-Saxons are free from 
political corruption; but it must not be 
forgotten that England, too, has passed 
through a period of corruption. Suffice it to 
name Bacon and Pitt. And Gladstone him- 
self—did he not succumb on account of the 
tax on alcohols and because he intended to 
stop persecution in Ireland? 

Buckle, in his immortal history; has dem- 
onstrated how much more dangerous it is to 
have stupid and ignorant leaders than crim- 
inals. A stupid Minister gives play to hun- 
dreds of criminals, while a wicked one will 
try to steal alone. Even among the profes- 
sions, lawyers, physicians, etc., hypocrisy 
is a necessity nowadays; it is really the basis 
of their professional qualities. . 

What a horrible crime is war! Violation 
of rights, incendiarism, and pillage are justi- 
fied because they are committed en masse” 
and on a big scale, even when the war was 
caused by’ motives similar to those which 
produce private crimes, such as ambition, 
rapacity, etc. And yet it is undeniable that 
wars, whenever they are not entirely de- 
structive, promote civilization and give the 
impulse to extraordinary progress. This ex- 
plains why that degree of indignation 
against warfare is not yet common enough 
to make us understand the necessity of abol- 
ishing it. 

Prostitution is an institution the criminal 
character of which no one will deny, and 
yet it prevents every day a great many 
crimes. N 

Usury, although immoral, has contributed 
to the formation of capital, the starting 
point of the most gigantic undertakiggs. 
I have shown in The Criminal Man’’ that 
most punishments for crimes were crimes? 
themselves and the legal recognition and 
codification of the right of revenge. Can- 
nibalism and simony were made fMmstru- 
mental in propagating virtue. 

The “tubon” consists in a series of pre- 
scriptions introduced by the priests almost 
exclusively for their own benefit. Like- 
wise the compensations for homicide, im- 
posed by barbarous nations, which in the 
middle ages was even done by Popes and 
Bishops, weré substantially nothing else 
but different forms of simony; they tended, 
however, to create rude principles of moral- 
ity and were the basis of codifications, grad- 
ually becoming less and less barbarous. 

When, as in Scotland, a woman, having 
committed slander, was compelled to walk 
around with a muzzle on her face, law or 
custom, in creating an immoral amusement 
for the public, formed at the same time, by 
the nature of things, by the influence of fear 
s shame, a rudimentary nucleus of mor- 
ality. 

I have shown elsewhere to what extent 
criminals incline to neophily and how they 
introduce it into commerce and manufact- 
ure. Abnormal themselves, they do not 
Share the repugnance ef the public for 
anomaly and for the “new.” Many Of them 
possess, on account of their insensibility or 
agility, an extraordinary energy which they 
apply to the protection and promotion of 
new ideas, while honest men often fail. By 
lack of scruples, by energy, by the violent 
impulsiveness of their character, and by the 
utmost disdain of obstacles and dangers 
they succeed where honest men succumb. 
The criminals, by their antipathy against 
the “normal” and the “mummified” are the 
opponents of the retrogressive parties. 
Cesar and Catiline found followers only 
among the criminal classes, while the Con- 
sular party was composed of honest men.

The lynch law is the only means of pro- 

tection against crime, organized and pro- 
tected by liberal institutions. Therefore it 
will be easily understood why among bar- 
barous as well as civilized nations crime 
has not only not been punished but even 
looked upon with favor; except for the most 
atrocious crimes redress was always a min- 
imum, insufficient and Hlusory. 
The administration of criminal law is at 
the bottom nothing but a fat living for 
lawyers and Judges, and all “men of the 
law“ it serves also a pretense for society 
to lull itself in illusory feelings of quietude 
contradicted every day by the experiences 
of life. A well-known proverb says: Only 
the little flies allow themselves to be caught 
by the spider.“ 

Formerly the trials of cannibals, adulter- 
ers, and similar offenders were sad and 
criminal farces, and so are our trials by 
courts and juries; so much so that the 
forms of punishment become semi-criminal 
and a burden on all honest men. Honest 
men (as it frequently happens in Italy), 
after having lost 20,000 francs b crime, 
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as embodied in our laws, always find a great 
tion. to the atrocity of the crime. An this 
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There area great many absolutely deli. 
cious things in this remarkabie book. Some 
of the ghost stories would be considered quite 
marvelous even in these days of Spiritualism, 
Theosophy, and so forth; but the manner in 
which they are commented upon shows that 
the author, Mr. Moreton, whoever he may 
have been, had a rare if at times uncon. 
scious humor, of the rib-tickling rather than 
uproarious kind. Weread in his preface that 
„Some People are so horribly trightened at 
the very mention of an Apparition, that they 
cannot go two steps in the dark. or in the 
dusk of the Evening, without looking behind 
them; and if they see but a Bat fly, they think 
of the Devil. because of its Wings; and as for 
a Screech Owl, at its first appearance, they 
make no scruple of running into the House in 
a Fright, and affirmmg they have seen the 
Devil.“ 

Again: Some despise them ia such an 
extraordinary manner that they pretend to 
wish for nothing more than to be convinced 
by Demonstration; as if nothing but seeing 
the Devil could satistie them there was such a 
Person; and nothing is more wonderful to 
me, in the whole System of Spirits, than that 
Satan does not think fit to justify the Reality 
of his Being by appearing to such in some of 
his worst Figures, and tell them in full 
Grimace who he is, when I doubt not but 
they would be as full of the Pannick as other 
people.“ N 

The sly humor in the above is matched by 
the courageous philosophy of the following: 
„For I must teil you, Good People, as was 
said in another Case, he that is not able to 
see the Devil in whatever Shape he is pleas’d 
to appear in, is not really qualified to live in 
this World: no, not in the quality of a com- 
mon Inhabitant.”’ 

Mr. Moretca speaks of a young man who 
went out to Boston as a clerk in the house of a 


tinues as follows: 

„This young man had an elder Brother, 
who liv'd in London; he was a fine Gentle- 
man, and a Scholar, and was at that time 
studying Physick. He was also a stout brave 
Gentleman, and in particular understood a 
Sword, that is to say howto use a Sword, as 
well as most Gentiemen in England. He had 
an accidental Rencounter with a Gentleman 
in the Street, in that short Street which gges 
out of Fleet-street into Salisbury-Court; and 
being so compleat a Master of his Weapon, 
he wounded his Antagonist, and drove him 
into a Tavern in the Street, from whence 
came out two Men more upon him with their 
Swords, but both of them found the Gentle- 
man so much an Over-match for them, that 
they left him as fast as the first; whereupon a“ 
fourth came out, not with a Sword, but a 
Fire-Fork taken hastily up out of tne Tavern 
Kitchen, and running at this Gentleman with 
it, knock’d him down, and broke his Skull, of 
which Wound he afterwards died. While this 
was done in London, his Brother, as far off 
as Boston ia New Engiand, writing to his 
Master the Merchant, (and who gives this Ac- 
count of it) after other Business, writ this 
Postscript. 1 

„Sir, I beg you will be pleas'd in your 
Return to this to let me have some Account, 
as much as conveniently may be, of how my 
Brother does, and what Condition he is in; 
which you will excuse my Importunity for, 
when you read the following Account, ( viz, ) 

„The 20th of —— last, about six a Clock 
in the Morning, lying in my Bed, and broad 
awake, my Brother, or an Apparition, of ay 
Brother, came to the Bed’s Feet, and opened 
the Curtain, looking full in my Face, but did 
not speak. was very much frighted, but 
however I so far recover d as to say to him, 
Brother, what is the matter with you? 

„He had a Napkin-Cap on his head, which 
was very bloody, he looked very pale and 
ghastly, and said, I am basely murtner d by 
— naming the Person, but I shall have 
Justice aone me; and then disappear’d.’ 

Mr. Moreton vouches for the truth of all 
this, saying that he saw the letter of the 
young man “ within an Hour after it was re- 
ceiv’d in London, r it my self, and knew 
the Young Man’s Hand, and the 
also perfectly well, as I did bis 
was kill'd also, very intimately. ung 
Man was sober, religious, and sensible, not 
given to Whimsie, or light-headed Fancies, 
not vaporish or distempered, aot apt to see 
double, or to dream waking, as many of our 
Apparation-making People are; he was be- 
sides that a Scholar, and very serious: The 
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. “Happy it te for us in these malicious Days 
that' It is other 


wise here; when not Enemies 


only, but even eruel Creditors, might arrest 


the dead Body of their. Debtor, and even send 


the Soul of him to the Devil, or keep it hov- 


ering and wandering in the Air till their 
Debts were paid: As Times go now, and as 
Charity stands rated among us, no poor Debt- 
or could be at Rest any more after he was 
Dead, than he could before, ’till his Debts 
were all paid.“ 

Commenting on this a little farther along 
Mr. Morton says: 

They tell us (who pretend to know) that 
the Corps (corpses) of the deceas’d Princes of 
France, as well Kings as Princes of the 
Blood, are not buried, but deposited in the 
Abbey of. St. Dennis near Paris. till the 
immediate Successor is Dead; and that then 
the Predecessor is buried, and the next is de- 
posited; so that there is always one kept 
above Ground. 

1 do not take upon me to determine the 
Matter, or to say whether it is really so or 
not; but if so, and it should be as in case 
of Patroclus, that those Heroes are to be out 
of the happy Regions, I must say their Kings 
are but little beholden to Custom, and 
Lewis XIII. had a hard time of it, to have his 
Son hold it 70 Years, and keep him all that 
while even out of Purgatory; and how long 
he has to stay there, who knows? but ’tis cer- 
tain, he might have been 40 or 50 Years on- 
ward of his way by this time. if he hed not 
been so many Years unburied.”’ 

The Theosophists, who talk about “‘astral 
bodies, and claim that by using the astral 
body independent of the material one, a per- 
son may be in two places at once, would find 
no small degree of encouragement in Mr. 
Moreton’s remark. that Souls departed 
know not anything, and can communicate 
hothing, though unembody’d Spirit may.“ 
Doubtless by this hypothesis he explains the 
following story: 

“ A certain Lady of my Acquaintance go- 
ing out of her Chamber intoa Closet in the 
adjoiging Room, saw: her Husband walking 
along in the Room before her: She immed. 
ately comes down in a great surprize, tells the 
Family she had seen her Husband, and she 
was sure it was he; tho’ at the same time she 
knew her husband (who was the’ Commander 
of a Ship) was at Sea, on a Voyage to or from 
the Capes of Virginia. 0 

“The Family takes the Alarm, and tells 
her, that to be sure her was dead, 
and that she should be sure to set down 
tne Day of the Month, and the Hour of 
the Day; and it was ten thousand to one but 
she should find that he died that very mo- 
ment, or as near as could be found out. 7 

About two months after her Husband 
comes home very well; but had an Accident 
befellhim in his Voyage, viz, that stepping 
into the Boat, or out of the Boat, he fell into 
the Sea, and was in danger ol being lost; and 
this they Calculated upon to be as near the 
time as they could judge, that he Appear’d to 
his wife. Nowif this was his Ghost, or a 
parition of his Soul, in the Article of Death, 
it seem his Soul was mistaken, and did not 
know whether it was dismiss d or no;

FORCE REQUIRED TO SOUND A NOTE, 


German Musician Figures the Pressure on 
High and Low Chords. 


It requires more force to sound a note 
gently on the piauo than to lift the lid ofa 
kettie. A German composer has figured that 
the minimum pressure of the finger, playing 
pianissimo, is equal to 110 grammes—a 
quarter of a pound. Few kettle lids weigh 
more than two ounces. 

The German’s calculations are easy to 
verify if one takes a small handful of coins 
and piles them oh a key of the piano. When 
a sufficient quantity is piled on to make a 
note sound they may then be weighed, and 
these figures will be found to be true. 

If the pianist is playing fortissimo a much 
greater force is needed, At times a force of 
six pounds is thrown upon a single key to 
produce a solitary effect. With chords the 
force is generally spread over the various 
notes sounded simultaneously, though a 
greater output of force is undoubtedly ex- 
pended. This is what gives the pianists the 


1 wonderful strength in their fingers that is 


often commented on. A story used to be 
told of Paderewski that he could crack a pane 
of French plategiass half an inch thick merely 
by placing one hand upon it, as if upon a pi- 
ano keyboard, ana striking it sharply with his 
middle finger. 

Chopin’s last study in C minor has a.pas- 

sage which takes 2 minutes and 5 seconds to 
play. The total pressure brought to bear on 
this, it is estimated, is dic po to three full tons. 
The average tonnage of an hour’s piano 
playing of Chopin’s — varies from twelve 
to eighty-four tons. Wagner has not yet 
been calculated along these lines.

PAPER MILLS KILL ALL THE FISH, 


And This Is Only One of the Evils Brought 
Upon the People of Indiana, 

People down in our section don’t sympa- 
thize much with the troubles of the paper mill 
men up in Wisconsin on account of low 
water,” said W. R. Eizenring of Anderson, 
Ind., at the Leland. ‘‘ They havea prejudice 
against paper millsin general on account of 
the way in which the water in the streams has 
been polluted by the strawboard mills, They 
dump their waste matter into the rivers on 
which they are located, and as chemicals are 
23 to a great extent in making strawboard 

makes the water unfit for any purpose. 
Fish, are killed by the hundreds. White River, 
which runs up through the gas belt, used to 
be full of fish until the mills were put up, but 
now it bas hardly any. The dead ish piled 
up along the banks so thick that the farmera 
had to thke them away and bury them, the 
odor was so bad. They hauled them off by 
the wagon load. 

This thing has been going on for five or 
six years; practically ever since the straw- 
board works were established, and applies — 
all the large streams in Indiana. The bank 
all along, for a mile below the wills, are — 
with a green slime, in some places two inches 
thick. As the City of Anderson gets its water 
supply from the White River, this is a very 
serious matter for us as weil as for the farmers. 
The water at times is as green as ink. When 
the river is low it is particulary bad, and peo. 

e in the city are obliged to use weil water 

or everything. It cannot even be used for 
sprinkling purposes, as it kills the grass, and 
it is said it will take hair from the backs of 
animals. The city has not taken any steps to 
put a stop to the uuisauce, so far as I know, 
as they don’t want to run the risk of driving 
away such an important industry. but

gestion to write his own memoirs; for his 
reminiscences would have more than an an- 
ecdotal value, as they would be a history 
both of the stage in the West and of the 
City of Chicago itself. Mr. McVicker, like 
the veteran London manager, was notin his 
youth a stranger to printer’s ink, and, more- 
over, he has always used a facile pen. 
Charles Dickens, who is evidently the god 
of John Hollingshead’s idolatry, is always 
spoken of as “the master“ throughout these 
volumes. It was when the great novelist 
edited Household Words,” and afterwards 
“All the Year Round” that the young man 
who was afterward to become a theatrical 
manager was on his staff of descriptive writ- 
ers. This staff (as is still the cugtom In the 
London newspaper world) had frequent din- 
ners. The first of these which Mr. Hol- 
lingshead describes was held in 1858, and 
among others who were present were Wilkie 
Collins and Mark Lemon: When the cloth 
was removed Dickens treated us te another 
of his table’ inventions, his celebrated ‘gin 
punch.’ This was another Christmas Carol 
production, and I believeche was as proud of 
it as he Was ot ‘Pickwick.’ The preparations 
for this drink were elaborate and ostenta- 
tious. The kettle was put on the fire, lemons 
were carefully cut and. peeled, a jug was 
produced and well rubbed with a napkin, 
inside and out; glasses “were treated in the 
same manner, the bottle was produced, the 
gin. tasted and approved of, and then the 
brew began. The boiling water was poured 
in, the sugar, carefully calculated, was 
added; the spirit, also carefully calculated, 
Was poured in, the lemon was dropped on 
the top, the mouth of the jug was then 


closed. by stuffing in the napkin, rolled up 


like a ball, and then the process of perfect 
production was timed with a watch. sp 

‘‘Dickens’ manner all this time was that 
of a comic conjurer, with a little of the pride 
of one who had made a great discovery for 
the benefit of humanity. It was this inter- 
est in common things—this enjoyment of 
life—this absence of all apparent knowledge 
of his commanding. position among the 
world’s greatest authors, that gave Dickens 
one of his principal charms. No man in his 
inner mind felt so sure of Westminster Ab- 
bey and ifmmortality, and no man kept that 
inner mind more carefully concealed. He 
lived above and beyond the opinion of his 
contemporaries, and was always a cheery 
companion for young and old. When the 
Frog or punch was served out he waited 
with a wink in each eye for the verdict, 
which was favorable.“

When what Mr. Hollingshead calls the 
great. event of the century“ was approach+ 
ing, the Heenan-Sayers fight, the author was 
assigned to report it. Dickens decided to go 
with his young man to witness the fight, but 
had to give up the intention on account of 
the scruples of a guest who was then living 
with him. Mr. Hollingshead, however, saw 
the fight in the company of such men as 
Lord Houghton and Mr. Hepworth Dixon, 
editor of the Athengum. He says of the in- 
ternational contest itself that “Herodotus 
would have been puzzled to have decided 
who won and who lost.” This is not the im- 
pression that prevails in America, but that 


is neither here nor there. Says Mr. Hol- 


lingshead: 

“f saw Heenan occasionally after this and 
found him a quiet, gentlemanly athiete. 
Like most Americans, he was a temperate 
man. His wife, Adah Isaacs Menken,a hand- 
some Jewess, with a faultless figure, caused 
a sensation in London by appearing as Ma- 
zeppa at Astley’s. She had the faculty of 
interesting men of genius. Alexandre Du- 
mas, the elder, in France and Algernon 
Swinburne and Charles Dickens in England 
came under her artistic influence.

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Mr, Hollingshead managed the Gaiety 
from 1868 to 1886, transferring the property 
in the latter r to the present manager, 
Mr. George es. He was the first to 
abolish theatrical fees.“ To the eighteen 
years of his directorship he devotes the en- 
tire second volume of Mhemotis. He ts 
frank and outspoken in many ways, aud sev- 
eral of the interesting things he tells his 
readers one will take the liberty @ quote. 
Mr. Hollingshead, it should be remembered, 
occupies no inconsiderable place in the his- 
tory of theatrical management. He may be 
called a Titan among managers, because he 
may be said to represent tights, which are 
not an insignificant element in modern 
amusements. He is a “ plain, blunt man,” 
and may be allowed to explain himself on 
thie momentous subject: 

“I took a pride in showing mat a literary 
man is not necessarily a dreamer, although 
I disappointed some of my literary friends 
by not showing too much veneration for 
stage literature. My theory of management 
was that I had to provide the public with 
what they wanted, and not what I liked. If 
a man, woman, or child came in and asked 
for a Sausage it was not my place to tell 
them they wanted a ‘ green carnation.’ I 
might have thought that a carnation or a 
rose would have been more elevating than 
a sausage. I was a shopkeeper, not a think- 
er. I never sat a performance out at my 
own theater. I watched and directed every 
piece at rehearsal down to the minutest de- 
talls, but when it was produced, like a ship 
that was launched, I sent it on its voyage. 
If the play failed I never bolstered it up with 
twenty-sheet posters and frantic cries of 
‘unprecedented triumph.“ I strangled it 
without remorse. I presume I was right, 
judging by results. I have said that I went 
into the theater with (200, and I may add 
that in eighteen years I had 120,000 out of it. 

“The choicé of all the ladies on the stage 
except a few of the chorus singers, where 
voice was an object, was openly and avowed- 
ly governed by a desire to put pleasing forms 
and faces before the public. My view of the 
stage was that, whatever it might be judged
